He  says  he  will 
reach  Paris  in  39  days,  breaking  all 
previous  records.  Jagerschmidt  left 
Paris  July  17th  and  went  to  Moscow 
,  via,  Bprlln  and  yva^saw,  ^andt  tJjeix  took 
passaga  by  the  trans-Siberian  rail- 
road to  Vladivostok,  where  he  caught 
the  Russian  steamer  Orel  for  Tsur- 
uga,  Japan.  This  steamer  was  de- 
layed by  storm,  and  had  it  not  been 
that  Sir  Claude  Maodonald.  British 
ambassador,  allowed  him  to  take  pas- 
sage on  a  special  train  for  Tokyo,  he 
would  probably  have  missed  connec- 
tt'>n  with  the  Q.  P,  R.  steamer.  He 
leaves  Vancouver  tonight  by  the  silk 
train,  and  expects  to  catch  tbe  Olym- 
pic from  New  York.

It    was    very    much    on    trial    during    tlie 
early    days   of    Victoria's   reign,   but   the 
wise   young  Queen   and   her   wise  minis- 
ters saved   the  situation.   It  was  not  on 
trial     in     any    conspicuous    way    during 
the    reign    of    Edward,    for    his    Infinite 
tact    and    boundless    sagacity    kept    the 
people  from  desiring  anything  else  than 
a   king.    It    was   on    trial   just   the   same, 
and  beneath   the  surface  of  events  men 
were   watching   to  see     how    -monarchy 
would    conform    to    modern    democratic 
conditions.    His    death    occurred    on    the 
eve  of  the  greatest  constitutional  crisis 
Britain    has   seen    in    centuries,    whereby 
the   responsibility   created   was   cast   up- 
on   his    son    and    successor,    who    arose 
to    it    in    a    manner    that    has    niade    the 
world    recognize    that    he    Is    worthy    of 
his    high    office.

brief  cablegram  received.  They  state 
that  although  sevel-ely  damaged  the 
white  liner   will   probably    be  saved. 

The  Empress  of  China  after  weath- 
ering the  great  typhoon,  which  caused 
so  much  devastation  ashore,  waves 
thirty  feet  high  breaking  over  the  lin- 
er encountered  fog  the  following 
mornlilg  when  nearing  the  Japanese 
coast  and  was  proceeding  at  slow 
speed  when  she  struck  on  Mera  reef.

I'AlU.-^,    .\iig,    I'.'- — The   death      Is      an- 
nounred    of    M.    Langnon.    of   the    French 
Institntf,   a   uuinber   of   the   Academy   of 
Inscrlptton.s,   and   one  of  the   best  known 
historians    In    France.    M.    Langnon     who 
was    horn    In    1844,      started      life    as    a 
cobbler    and    repaired    and    made    boots 
for   a   living   until    he   was   thirty.    From 
a  boy  he  had  been  deeply  interested  In 
history,    and    worked    so    hard    that    in 
1874    he   became   keeper   of   the   Archives 
of    the    historic    section    of    the    French 
National   library.      M.    Langnon   was   the 
inventor    of    a    system    of    historic    geo- 
graphy,   and    his    book   on    "France   Dur- 
ing     the       English      Domination,"      his 
"Geography    of    Oaul    In    the    Vlth    Cen- 
tury."   and   his   "Historic   Atlas   of   Oaul 
from    the   Days   of  Caesar   to  Onr   Own 
Days,"    have   become    classics.      He    was 
a  curious   little   old  man  with   many  ec- 
centricities, and  to  the  day  of  his  death 
made   his   own    boots   and   shoes   on   the 
cobbler's    bench    which    he    had    set    up 
for   the   purpose   in    his    flat.

Craigflower  Bridge  and  school  the  latter 
the  first  public  educational  institution  in  what 
is  now  British  Columbia! 

But  a  few  yards  from  the  bridge,  at  the  top 
of  the  rise,  the  fifst  frame  building  erected  in 
this  colony— a  little,  rude,  square  structure,  ex-

Picturesque  Parson's  Bridge,  with  its  dark 
ravine  and  the  far-spreading  oyster  beds  from 
which  Western  Canada  obtains  its  chief  sup- 
plies of  this  delicious  bivalve. 

The  "big  fill"  of  the  Canadian  Northern  Pa- 
cific, which  railway  here  parallels  the  Esqui- 
mau &  Nanaimo  road,  coming  closer  to  its 
rival  than  at  any  other  point  in  the  Island 
mileage. 

Colwood  with  its  pastoral  features,  and

Park,  the  palatial  home  of  British  Columbia's

spin !

Care  must  be  t^^*^"  'p  ilriviuLy  ihe  lakc-SKirtmg 
portion  of  the  way  to  keep  a  sharp  lookout  for 
on-c<Mning  cars,  as  the  road  is  a  smart  mic-

satisfviiig  outing  place. 

A  very  favorite  programme  for  discrimiji- ^ 
ating  visitors  is  t(^  drive,  motor  or  go  by  train  ' 
to  Coldstream  in  the  afternoon  or  evenii}g.  en- 
joy the  evening  and  the  morning  black  bass 
fishing  at  Lang,ford  Lake,  but  a  few  yards 
away,  partake  of  a  fresh  fish  breakfast — and  be 
in  town  with  .Adirondack  experience  before  the 
business  world  is  well  awake.  The  bass  here 
take  flv  as  well  as  the  plebian  worm,  but  find  a 
copper  spoon  trolled  not  too  rapidly  the  most 
seductive  wile  of  any  offered  them.  In  weight 
the  l.angford  Lake  bass  will  run  from  two  or 
three  to  even  seven  pounds. 

But  after  all.  stream  and  sylvan  scenes  are 
Coldstream's  major  capital  in  charm.  There 
are  no  more  beautiful  examples  of  Nature's 
gentle  and  soothing  artis.try  than  along  the 
tree-arched  brook,  or  such  as  are  found  at 
either  Coldstream  or  Niagara  Falls.

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MENTAL    HEALING 


A  few  words  are  needed  to  explain  how 
the  experiences  here  recorded  came  to  be  made 
and  why  they  arc  now  made  i)ublic. 

Writing  in  the  Clarion  on  September  30, 
i(;io,  -Mr.  151atchford,  in  the  course  of  a  stir- 
ring article  on  the  , beauties  and  greatness  of 
his  country,  said: 

"England,  to  the  great  bulk  of  Clarion 
readers  is  composed  of  Manchester,  She  (field 
and  Xewcastk,*  bounded  on  the  ca.st  by  the 
Labor  Party,  and  on  the  west  by  the  Mouse  of 
Commons I  shall  have  to  go  out  and, dis- 
cover England,  I  shall  have  to  discover  Eng- 
lish History  and  the  English  soldier  and  sailor 

Let  us  remember  that  England  holds  St. 

Ives  as  well  as  Shoreditch.  Salisbury  as  well 
as  Salford.  Let  us  remember  that  she  bred 
such  men  as  Shakespeare  and  Nelson  and 
Howard  and  Shaftesbury." 

Every  one  must  sympathize  with  this,  and 
must  hope  that  Mr.  Blatchford's  great  power.^ 
may  be  given  to  no  noble  a  cause.  He  would 
be  well  engaged  in  making  the  England  here 
described  more  familiar  than  it  is  to  the  mass 
of  his  readers.  But  is  not  the  converse  true.-' 
Is  it  not  alsu  of  importance  that  tho-e  who 
have  been  familiar  from  their  childhood  with 
what  is  most  lovely  in  this  country  of  ours,  and 
most  inspiring  in  its  history,  sIk  mid  realize  that 
theirs  is  not  the  only  l^ngland?  'i'heirs  is  the 
England  of  Chaucer'and  Henry  \'..  of  Shakes- 
peare. Drake,  Raleigh  and  ICIi/.ahclh.  the  Eng 


land  of  Nelson.  Ihc   i'lnglaiul  tliai  our  .vngerji 
have  hymned  and  our  heroes  have  fought  for. 
the  England  that  has  been  a  poem  and  a  pas- 
sion to  millions    of    inarticulate     ICngli.shmen. 
But  it  is  no  longer  the  England  of  the  great 
mass  of  the  English.     And  if  it  is  nece.ssary 
that   historic   England,   rural    England   should 
be  discovered  and  preached  to  the  English  who 
do  not  know  her,  is  it  not  equally  necessary 
that  the  other  England,  dark  and  hard,  where 
life  has  no  help  from  beauty  or  from  si)acious- 
ness,  should  be  discovered  by  those  who  are 
fortunate   enough   to  •  live   elsewhere?     While 
Mr.   Blatchford.  with  his  vivid  pen.  is  telling 
his  readers  that  our  country  is  not  all  factories, 
dark  towns,  over  work  and  irregular  employ- 
ment, would  it  not  be  as  well  for  us.  who  live 
in  comfortable  houses  amid  beautiful  surround- 
ings to  try  and  realize  the  conditions  which 
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land  to  such  great  numbers  of  the  English  peo- 
ple—the darker  aspect  of  that  crowded  city  life 
to  which  industrial  expansion,  coupled  with 
agricultural  depression  have  brought  us?, 
Ought  we  not  also  to  go  out  and  discover 
England? 

In  the  abstract  we  know  about  this  other 
country  of  ours,  we  have  all  read  reports  and 
Statistics  bearing  upon  it.     But  this  is  very  dif- 
ferent from  seeing  poverty  and  the  effects  of 
poverty  for  oneself.     I   find  in  my  ow^n  ca.se 
that  after  the  personal  experiences  herein  re- 
lated,  I  am   now  better   able   to   understand, 
while  not  agreeing  with,  the  minds  of  those 
who    have    been    driven    by    familiarity    with 
terrible  evils  to  advocate  desperate   remedies. 
What  made  so  deep  an  impression  upon  myself 
may  be  of  interest  to  others  simililarly  situated. 
It  is  in  this  hope  that  I  have  jotted  down  these 
notes  of  what  I  actually  saw  and  heard.     If 
they  have  no  other  value,*  1  can  at  least  claim 
for  them  that  they  are  genuine,  and  written 
with  no  ulterior  object  of.  any  kind.     What  I 
went  to  look  for  were  not  exceptional  cases  of 
distress,  or  sensational  circumstances,  but  the 
normal  life  of  the  working  class  in  the  poorer 
quarters  of  our  great  cities,  and  I  did  so  with 
no  axe  to  grind,  mot  as  a  politician  or  a  phil- 
anthropist or  a  proseleytizer,  but  .simply  as  an 
Englishwoman  seeking  more  touch  with  great 
sides  of  English  life  not  familiar  to  me,  in  the 
endeavor  better  to  realize  our  national  condi- 
tion as  a  whole. 

It  would  have  been  hopeless  for  me,  a  nov- 
ice, to  try  to  see  anything  without  the  help  of 
friends,  whose  regular  avocations  take  them 
into  such  homes  as  these  I  have  tried  to  de- 
.  scribe.  Under  their  guidance  T  was  fortiinate 
in  seeing  things  in  tlieir  ordinary  taste,  wittP 
out  my  presence  attracting  attention  or  dis 


bare-footed  baby  of  three  was  .so  excited  at 
owning  a  chry.santhcniuni.  that  he  rusheil 
.screaming  with  jov  to  his  m.itlier  ni  tlie 
house.  W  hen  children  have  to  be  so  inurli  m 
the  streets  one  wouUl  think  that  blind  alleys, 
]!rovided  tliev  were  wide  and  airy,  wordd  h^ 
sought  after,' Inn  1  was  told  that  this  was  not 
.so,  and  that  the  bctler-to-do  residents  jirc- 
ferred  thoroughfares.  Certainly  the  l)!uid  al 
K'v  -  ^^  (•  v.cnl  to  were  very  pour  lodkir-.;  in- 
deed. 

In   one   such   alley,  a   wide   one   with    low 
houses,  I  was  taken  to  see  a  room,  the  home 
of  an  entire'  family.     It  was  on  the     ground 
floor,  and  was  reached  through  a  tiny  dirty 
passage.    The    rooni     must    have     measured 
about  1 1  feet  by  10.  but  there  were  two  shal 
low    recesses    on    each    side    of    the    fireplace 
which  widened  it  a  trifle.     There  was  a  large 
double  bed  backing  on  to  the  window,  which 
it    partly    obscured     at     the     head,     while     it 
touched   the   door-jjost   at   the   foot.      'Hie  bed 
was  filthv,  there  were  no  sheets  or  blankets, 
the    bolster    and    mattieis    were    stained     and 
torn,  and  showed   their  dirty  contents,  and  a 
heap  <-\{  nondescript   clothes  lay  on  it.     There 
was  a  sort  fu'  coucii  aeioss  iiic  Uj\>  <>■  the  room, 
in   front  of  the  window,   from   which   the  hard 
grey   daylight    fell   upon   a   sick   child   who  lay 
on  the  couch,  throwing  all  else  into  the  back- 
ground.    The  child 'was  a   pretty  little  girl  of 
five  or  six.  with  dark  curly  hair  and  great  dark 
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men   are   generally    the   bread-winners,   but   as 
the  work  is  home'-work.  they  caii^  keep  an  eye 
on  their  children,  although  ihey  jiave  no  time 
or   strength    for   hr)usekeei)ing.     The    work   is 
all  the  l)a(ll^   paid  kind..     Cardboard  box  mak- 
ing,     shirt-making,      irouser-making.        Some 
minor  mdustries  there  are,  worked  in  a  ^small 
wav,     snch     as       haddock-smoking.         Tublic 
bouses    and     lincinatograph     shows     abound. 
One  of  the  elteets  of  the  clauses  in  the  Chil- 
tlrcn's    .\et    which    prohibits    their    going    into 
I)ublic  house^is  that  benches  are  i)ut  up  out- 
side and  the  children  come  there.    The  streets 
are   their  playground   and   their   cojlege.  their 
education  int  life,  and  their  salvation  in  health. 
A  doctor  .-aid  to  me:  "When  they  are  eigh- 
teen months  old  and  can  get  into  the  streets, 
they  are  all  right,  before  that  their    mortality 
is  avyful."     And  in  all  the  streets  there     are 
children,  children   everywhere,   making   them- 
selves    busy,     happy,     and     important     with 
trifles,   eager   to  see   and   do.     The   Mile    l-'nd 
road  on  the  night  of  the  poll  was  eiyjugh  to 
reconcile    a    i)es.simist    to    politics..^  for    there 
were  hundreds  of  children  who  were  enjoying 
the "  excitement  ;   happy    boys    in    coster    carts, 
irre-At    erf)Wfis    of    riiiidren    drawn    up    opposite 
The    polling-booths,    and    it    was    delightful    to 
hear    them    cheering    the    motors,    the    candid- 
ates, the  canvassers,  the  drays   full  of   voters, 
anything    and     everything    that    came     along. 
The    hours    they    keei>    are    fearful,    for    there 
seem  to  be  as  manv  of  them  in  the  streets  at 


u  at  night  as  at  4  in  the  alternoon.  How 
many  of  them  go  tf)  the  country  one  would 
like  to  know?  .Not  that  going  to  the  country 
is  so  important  as  good  conditions  at  home. 

Two'  homes    f   saw    one    day    were    worth 
nothing.     One   was  •'well-to-do."     The   family 
had  two  rooms.     The  bed  had  its  back  to  the 
'wall   instead  of  Joeing  in   the  usual  draughty 
position    in   a   yvindow.   and   there   was   more 
room.     The  mother  had  a  baby  a  few  hours 
old.     She  wagni  absolutely  clean,  as  were  her 
sheets.     Tlie  rooms  were  on  a  first  floor,  up 
a  break-neck  dar|c  staircase  reached  through 
a    passage,    "draped"    as    is    customary,    with 
dirty  curtains.     One   has  to  dive   and   grope 
along  nearly  all  these  pas.sages.    ^he  family 
I    visited    were   perfectly   satisfied  with   their 
surroundings,  wdiich  though  deplorable,  were 
infinitely    better   than    many   of   their    neigh- 
bors.   The  other  home  was  in  a  blind  alley  or 
"buildings."     There,   in   a   ground-floor   room, 
quite  small,  lay     a  sick     child.     There     were 
three  other  children  in  the  room,  and  there 
were  okler  ones  we  did   not  see.     The   hus- 
band was  ill   in  the  infirmary,  there  was.no 
furniture,  nothing  left.    The  wife  had  applied 
for   relief,   but   out-door   relief   had   been    re- 
fused.    She  was  told  that  she  must  bring  her 
children  to  the  workhouse.     She  was  so  wor- 
ried, so  worn  out  with   anxiety  and  want  of 
food,  that  she  could  hardly  attend  to  the  ad- 
vice given  to  her,  which  was  that  she  should 
go  before  tiie   Board  of  Guardians  and  state 
her  case.     She- was  a  nice  woman,  not.incom- 
..  petent  or  a  muddler,  but-  absolutely  exhausted 
by  trouble  and  privation.     The  children  look- 
ed very  unkempt,  but  she  had  an  eye  to  their 
malnners^:     They  appeared  to  have  boots  on, 
but  wheifi  one  little  fellow  lifted  >ip  his  fpot  I 
.saw  that  he  had  only  "uppers,"  and  that  the 
soles   of   his    feet   were   bare.     The   "uppers" 
were  tied  round  with  string,  and  string  tied 
under  the  foot   kept   them   on.  ^  This   family 
was  in  arrears  for  the  rent,  btit"  the  landlord 
was  very  good,  and  ready  to  wait.    The  wo- 
man   made    no    complaints,  'she    jusked    my 
guide  for  nothing  but  advic^^she  had  no  re- 
sentment  against   any   one   pf*  anything.     I 
was   particularly   struck   with   het-  fair  state- 
ment.*   Her  story  was  told  without   heat  or 
exaggeration  of  any  kind,  or  animus  against 
any  one  or   against   fate.     She   knew   that  at 
air  costs   she   miist   keep   her   home   together, 
and  her  children -out  of  the  workhoiuse.     The 
feeling  among  decent  people  against  the  work- 
house seemed  strong,  and  the  eiiforts  made  to 
keep  out  of  it  prodigious. 
- —   It  was  ioltl  of  one  coui)lo  who  liy  dint-of-i«- 
crediblc  .self-denial  and  exertion  all  their  lives 
succeeded  in  saving   £24.  When  they  could 
no  longer  work,  this  sum  of  money  kept  them 
for   e.\aeth-    i.'^   months.     I'ut  al   the  last  they 
had   to  go  to  the  workhciuse.  and   in   spite     of 
their     .sorrow     at     going     there,     tlicir     great 
achievement    kept   a   sense   of    self-respect    in 
them.       The>-     had     done     their     uttermost. — 
Violet  Cecil,   in    the    National    Rc\  icw.

TAte  State  Superintendent  of  Michigan 
schools  said  that  you  must  choose  pretty  wo- 
meti  for  teachers The  legislature,  thereupon 
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The  committee,  including  medical  prac- 
titioners, phy.sicians,  neurologists  and  alien- 
ists, apponted  to  consider  questions  connected 
with  healing  by  spiritual  means,  has  just  fin- 
ished its  deliberations  and  issued  its  report. 
Among  the  conclusions  arrived  at  arc: 

"That  the  essential  factor  in  all  forms  of 
psychic  healing  is  mental  suggestion,  which 
has  been  used  from  remote  periods,  although 
more  fully  explained  by  modern  psychology. 

That  there  is  abundant  evidence  of  the  ef- 
ficacy of  mental  suggestion  in  the  treatment 
of  many  disorders.  No  evidence  has  been 
forthcoming  of  any  authenticated  cure  of  or- 
ganic disease. 

Dr.  Kyle,  as  Bishop  of  Winchester,  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  Lambert 
Conference,  which  dealt  with  the  whole  ques- 
tion, and  his  reply  to  the  British  Medical  a.s- 
sociation,  printed  in  the  British  Medical  Jour- 
nal, is  quoted  "as  an  interesting  and  candid - 
specimen  of  the  answers  received." 

"Personally."  says  Dr.  Ryle.  "I  do  not 
draw  any  marked  distinction  between  the 
claims  of  such  healing  by  alleged  Christian 
Scientists  by  Church  of  England  healers,  by 
faith  healers'  by  Mohammedans  or  by  members 
of  other  religions.  Where  the  Christian  faith 
is  firmly  held,  I  believe  that  the  patient  may. 
by  the  wise  and  hopeful  inculcation  of  Chri.s- 
tian  truth,  be  predisposed  in  will  and  mind 
and-corrseqnently  hr  sonw-tHjintelligible  m»n — 
ner  in  physical  conditions,  toward  the  .success- 
ful combat  with  disease  or  disorder.  But,  I 
have  seen  no  reason  to  accept  the  view,  which 
in  some  quarters,  has  been  maintained,  that 
gifts  of  healing  are  the  prerogative  of  clergy 
or  of  members  of  the  church  of  Christ,  as 
such.

cause of  the  absence  of  fast  traffic.     Even  the

any  West  ImkI  thoroughfare.     When  children 
have  no  room  to  play  at  home,  the  street  is 
their    only    resource,    and    their    ingenuity    in 
using     odd     trifles     for     games     i.s    great.     .\ 
couple  of  little  boys  that  morning  were  play 
ing    w'ub    iwci    old    bouts.      Tlicy    had    e;ieh    a 
boot    tied    to   a    Umg   string,    and    they    svvnn^ 
them    at   one   another    in    the   cndea\-or   to   en 
tangle  and    twitch   the   opponent's   bo<.i    unt    01 
his  hand.

The  family  had 
only  that  one  room,  with  its  half  blockedvvin- 
dow   for  a  living  room,  bedroom,  and  if.  as 
was  most  probable,  the  mother  was  the  bread- 
winner,  workroom.     Every   one   but   the   sick 
child  slept  in  one  bed.    The  child  was  having 
milk;  there  was  a  fire  in  the  grate.     The  wo- 
man took  her  dismal,  squalid  surroundings  as 
a  matter  of  course.    1  asked  my  guide  whether 
anything  could  be  done  to  save  the  child,  and 
he  said,  "If  it  were  your  own  child,  and  you 
knew  what  the     life     in     these     surroundings 
would  be.  would  yent  want  to  save  it?"

The  next  house  we  visited  was  a  room,  the 
same  size  as  the  first,  which  was  also  living 
and  bedroom  for  a  family.

She  lay 
pale  and  wan,  but  with  immense  relief  writ- 
ten on  every  line  of  her  face.     She  had  mod- 
erately clean   sheets  and  blankets,  and  there 
was  an  old  woman,  a  "Gamp,"  in  attendance.

I    „.,._^,.  ^..^  i-Urx<^  of  Richard  Wagner,  und  tiicv 
.-uggest  themselves  inevitably  in  the  presence 
oflwo  big  volumes  entitled  "My  Life."    W  ag- 
ner  as  a  musician  is  not  easy  to  understand, 
even  by  those  who  admit  his  genius.     W'agner 
as  a  man  is  almost  inexplicable,  in  spite  of  Uis. 
confidences,  and  sometimes  because  of  them. 
These  two  volumes  are  in  one  .sense  curiouslv 
disappointing   in   spite  of   t!i.  -       uuhM-.     The 
reason  is  that  they  stop  short  in   i86_'  just  as 
the  most  fascinating  phase  of  his  extraordm- 
ary  career  was  beginnNig.    We  suppose  that 
two  more  are  to  follow  descriptive  of  his  life 
when   he  had  conquered   fortune   as  well   as 
fame,  had  won  the  patronage  of  the  King  of 
Bavaria,  and,  what  to  him  meant  even  more, 
the  hand  of  Cosima  von  Bulow,  whom  he  mar- 
ried in  1870.     Wagner's  closing  years  were  a 
veritable  triumph.    The  world  was  at  his  feet, 
and  he  had  conquered  its  recognition  as  a  mu- 
sician of  superlative  gifts.    It  was  in  those  bap- 
pv  years  that  he  wrote  his  greatest  works,  and 
Icd'hi^life  with  the  joyous  sense  that  he  had 
found' his  true  vocation.      Rut   these  volumes 
tell    u^   nothing  of  ail    this,  but   are   cuncciUcd 
exclusively    with    his    early   struggles   and    the 
unhappiness    which    followed    his    first    mar- 
riage.     It    was   a   childless  union,   and   Minn;!^ 
who  was  the  daughter  of  an  artisan,  was  some 
\  ears  older  than  \Vagner  and  many  years  older 
in    temperament.      She    cultivated    the    art    of 


iei!i"    ni.isntuierstond.    and,    though    illiterate 
was  addicted  to  an  exasperating  extent  to  the 
habit  of  giving  advice.     He  had  to  fall  back 
upon  the  expedient  of  treatirig  her  almost  like 
a  child,  and  in  the  years  when  his  ill-balanced 
and  impulsive  nature  most  needed  the  solace 
of  sympathy  he  was  in  the  deepest  sense  most 
miserably  alone. »  Wagner  was  a  man  of  many 
moods.     One  day  he  v^as  in  the  heights  and 
next  he   was  in  the  depths.     His  mind   was 
continually  growing  and  ever  conquering  new 
interests   in   life.     His   wife's  mind   revolved 
around  petty  and  trivial  affairs,  and  first  grew* 
stagnant  and  then  neurotic.    Wagner  believed 
that  he  ought  not  merely  to  live  for  her,  but 
for  his  art,  and,  as  he  proudly  put  it,  for  pos- 
terity.   Minna  cared  little  for  art  and  nothing 
at  all  for  posterity,  and  so  they  drifted  apart. 
She  iiied  suddenly  in.lSt6.  and  i^Vtr  yearft  later 
he    married    Mm'e.    von    Bulow.      Under    her 
quickening  influence  his  genitis,  as  well  as  his 
happiness^  brig^htcned. 

Wagner  from  first  to  last  had  the  artistic 
temperament.     He   was  sensitive,   vain,   gea- 
erous,  self-willed,  a  dreamer  of  dreams  as  well 
as  a  master  of  miiaic,  steeped  in  tbc  piuloBOpby 
oi  Schopenhauer  and  always  more  or  less  a 
magnificent  poseur.     It  is  said' that  his  most 
thorough -paced  Itterarv-  admirers  ha^•e  always 
repudiated  the  idea  that  he  was  a  <;omposer  : 
who  modified  the  older  opera  \xy  giving  it  a  \ 
more    subtle  «motional   passion.      His   critics, 
and  they  were  many,  tried  to  brush  aside  tbe 
Wagnerian  art  (teama..  which  was  based,  on  the 
old  sagas.     But  in  spite  of  them  it  captured 
the  imagination  of  the  world,  and  W'agi>ers 
place  as  a  conjposer  is    i\o    iong:etr    saEsriausly 
challenged.    It  has  been  claimed  lor  him  that 
he  grafted  the  modem  spirit  wpon  mediaex-al 
conceptions  oi  life,  and  did  so  ky  fhc  "tnostt 
eloquent     orchestra    that     ever    stormed     m 
sighed."     This  book  as  it   stands  is  a  verit- 
able human  docmnent — ^a  new  contribution  to 
the  annals  which  contain  the  vicitjsitudes     of 
g-enius.     It  shows  us  the  man  in  the  maiking; 
it  discloses  with  artless  outspokcimess  hid  ex- 
periences of  -jlife  w*hen  di^ppointment  dogged 
his  «t»ps  and    ihe     critics     ihrugged     tlieir 
shoulders  at  what  they  deemed  hi.s  preposter- 
am  claims.

"Tri.-»tan  and  Isolde."  and  'Tarsi- 
fal."    We  get  glimpses  of  Berlioz,  Meyerbeer, 
Liszt,   Keller,   Weber  and   a   score  of     other 
musician-s.      We    look    at    London    and   other 
capitals  through  Wagner's  eyes  in  the  yeari 
when  his  Rattle  lan  hard,  and  we  discover  that

Here  is  a  piquant  glimpse  of  the  musician  s 
impressions  of  au  oratorio  in  London  in  1864: 
"f  have  still  to  mention  several  of  the  Sacred 
Musical  Society's  concerts  which  I  attended  in 
the  large  room  at  Exeter  Hall.    The  oratorios 
given  there  nearly  every  week?  have,  it  must  be 
admitted,  the  advanUge  of    the  great    co'»fi- 
dc.icc  which  arises  from  frequent  repetitioij. 
Neither  could  I  refuse  to  recognize  the  great 
precision  of  the  chorus  of  700  'i'oiee.s,  whJAjh 
reached  quite  a  respectable  standard  in  Han- 
del's  Messiah-    It  was  here  that  I  eame  to  un- 
derstand the  true  spirit  of   English  musical 
culture,  which  is  bound  up  with  the  spirit  of 
English    Protestantism.    Ttais     accounts    for 
the  fact  that  an  oratorio  attracts  the  publie  f.*r 
more  than  an  opera.    A  further  advAwtaj;«  4« 
secured  by  the   feeling  among  the   aa^leiice 
that  an  evening  spent  in  listening  to  ._an  ora- 
torio may  be  regarded  as  a  sort  of  service,  »a4 
i«  alisttost  as  good  as  goin^  to  chwrda.    Every 
one  in  the  audience  holds  *  Handel  piano  score 
in  the  same  way  as  one  holds  a  prayer  book." 
V^'e  have  said  eaaoa^h  to  t^ow  that  Wagners 
atitobiography  gives  a  realistic  and  fascinatiit^g 
account  of  his  early  struggles    and    his    first 
trittmphs  as  a  composer.

Most  reviewers  will  agree  that  it  is  a  mis- 
i?»ke  for  a  writer,  no  matter  \ww  worthy  he 
ma\   be  of  his  degrees  or  h^^  titles,  to  employ 
any  of  them  when  he  ]>ut^  his  name  on  the 
co\er  of  his  novel^.    Of  cour.se  to  the  rank  and 
file  of  readers,  it  presumably  makes  little  dif- 
ference whether  an  author  is  plain  John  Jones 
or  Sir  John  Jones,  or  Captain  John  Jones,  be- 
cause as  a  nile,  and  wc  wish  it  were  otherwise

THE  ROMAN  EMPERORS 


During  the  reign  of  Marcus  Aurelius  three 
(listinguislied  soldiers  came  to  the  front  in  the 
nut  lying  provinces.  Tliey  were  Clodius  Al- 
liinn-^  who  (.onnnanded  in  Britain,  I'escennius 
N'i,L;er  whi)  was  at  the  head  of  the  Syrian  army,< 
;ind  Septimius  Sevorus  who  governed  the 
DannlMan  territories.  Albinus  was  a  repre- 
-cntative  of  one  of  the  great  families  of  re- 
luiblican  Rome.  He  not  only  won  the  favor 
ni  Marcus,  but  even  retained  the  esteem  of 
Connnodus.  little  as  that  abominable  tyrant 
was  in  the  habit  of  recognizing  merit  in  any 
one..  During  his  reign  the  legions  in  Britain 
g.-cw  irripaticnt  with  his  atrocities  and  called 
upon  Albinus  to  declare  himself  Imperator, 
but  he  resisted  all  appeals.  Towards  I'ertinax 
he  exhibited  a  dignified  reserve,  declining  to 
recognize  him  as  cmi>en>r;  but  when  I'ertinax 
was  slain  and  Jnliaiuis  had  purchased  the 
crown,  his  ni'lignaiion  knew  no  bounds,  .\gain 
he  wa.>  urged  v<  accept  the  titles  of  lni]>eralor 
ing  himself  with  being  called  Lieutenant  of  the 
Senate  and  Teople.  -Niger  was  of  obscure 
KirtH  Knf-  irrr-ut  t:il»^nt<  I  i  f  had  becu  able  i<> 
advance  hiin>elf  t'roin  the  jiosition  of  a  com- 
mon solilier  to  the  coniniand  ot  tlie  threat 
Eastern  arm}-  of  the  l^mjiire.  and  was  known 
to  covet  the  throne.  lli.s  .-oldiers  esteemed 
him  for  hi>  courage  and  genero->ity  ;  the  ci\il- 
ian  i)oi)ulation  of  Syria  found  in  him  a  just  and 


ing  aotterii"e"i^tecl'''{Bi*  thirty  days,  and  tlien 
took  steps  to  make  good  his  position  against 
his  rivals.  In  this  he  was  successful,  although 
four  years  passed  before  be  had  overcome  the 
opposition  of  Albinus  an.l  N'i.f^er.  lie  first 
advanced  against  Niger.  Ifcing  careful  at  firra 
to  profess  that  he  was  only  seeking  to  re- 
store peace  to  the  Empire.  Niger  did  not  --nr- 
render  without  a  struggle ;  but  his  resistance 
was  in  vain.  Severus  defeated  him  in  two 
battles,  and  the  Eastern  troops  realized  that 
they  were  no  match  for  the  soldiers  from  Eu- 
rope. He  then  set  out  to  overthrow  Albinus; 
but  first  he  professed  a  desire  to  treat  with 
him,  sending  him  an  embassy  for  thatc^urpose, 
the  envoys  being  instructed  ito  hand  .Mbinus  a 
letter  and  at  the  same  time  stab  him  to  the 
heart.  The  plot  was  dis^covered  and  frustrated, 
wdiereupon  Albimvs  adv.-iuced  from  Britain 
into  (^.aul.  A  terrific  battle  took  place  near 
where  Lyons  now  stand.s.  It  was  fiercely 
fought,  and  for  a  time  the  issue  was  doubtful. 
Imiecd  victory  seemed  ready  to  crown  Albinus, 
when  Severus  phmgcd  into  the  thick  of  the 
fight,  and  by  his  own  .lersonal  \alor  so  in.^pired 
!ii>  I  loops  tlial  they  were  a!)!c  to  win  the  day. 
I'.oth  Xi^t-r  and  .Xlbinus  were  taken  prisoners 
after  the  l)attles  in  which  their  armies  met 
their  fate  and  were  slain  mercilessly.

murder  of  Pertinax  wa-  rccei\etl.  there 
was  a  great  jvipular  demand  tliat  he 
should  assume  the  purple,  a  (lc>ire  which  the 
subject  kings  of  .Asia  were  m  haste  to  endorse. 
Niger  was  naturally  flattered  by  this,  and  he 
regarded  hi.s  election  to  the  throne  as  a  cer- 
tainty. I'nfortunately  for  himself,  he  delayed 
action  too  long.  The  luxury  of  Antioch  proved 
too  strong  for  him.  and  he  rested  there  in  ill- 
advised  ease  instead  of  pushing  forward  to 
Rome. 

Meanwhile  *Severus    had     not     beert.    idle. 
When    he    learned    of    the    assassination   of 
Pertinax,    he    called    his   troops    together   and 
made  an   impassioned  appeal   to  them   to  re- 
store Rome  to  her  ancient  freedotn.    He  paint- 
ed the  deeds  of  the  Praetorian  Guards  in  vivid 
colors,   and   promised  that   if  be    were   given 
imperial     authority,     he     would     redress     all 
wrongs.     To  make  assurance  doubly  sure,  he 
promised   each    soldier   a   gift   equ^l    to  about 
.^2,000  of  our   money.     The   troops   were   not 
proof  against  such  arguments,  which  were  in 
keeping  with   their  desires,  and   Severus  was 
hailed  a^;  Imperator  and  Augustus.     This  was 
in  April,  193.     Severus,  having  been  acclaimed 
emperor,  did  not  wait  long  to  make  his  posi-, 
tion  good.    He  set  out  at  the  head  of  an  army 
for  Rome.     He  made  a  forced  march,  walking 
ahead  of  his  soldiers,  clad  in   full  armor,  the 
whole  distance.     He  allowed  himself  little  rest, 
nor  did  he  permit  his  men  to  have  any  more 
than   he   asked   for  himself.     As   he   ad\  anced 
the  cities  hailed  him  as  their  deliverer.    Julian 
heard  of  his  approach  vyith  alarm,  and  when 
he  learned  that  the  fleet  of  the  Adriatic  bad 
surrendered  to  him  ,he  saw  that  the  end  of 
his  reign  was  in  sight.     Nevertheless,  he  en- 
deavored  to  prepare  Rome  to  withstand  the 
approaching  army.  He  called  upon  the  Guards 
to   rally   to...his   defence,   and   they   re.sponded, 
although    with   a    very   poor   grace,   for   they 
much  preferred  the  luxury  in  which  they  were 
in  the  habit  of  indulging  to  the  stress  of  war. 
He  put  forth  every  effort  which  suggested  it- 
self to  him,  but  it  is  said  that  the  clumsy  ap- 
pearance of  the  motley  force,  which  he  was 
able  to  assemble,  provoked  the  ridicule  of  the 
populace.    He  employed  assassins  to  ilay  Sev- 
erus. but  that  astute  general  foresaw  the  pos- 
sibility of  this  and  surrounded  himself  with  a 
guard  of  six  hundred  men  in  armor,  who  never 
left   his   presence  or  laid   aside   their   swords 
night  or  day,  watching  by  relays  but  always 
.sleeping  fully  armed.    Petachments  were  sent 
out  from  Rome  to  stop  him  in  the  passes  of 
the  Apennines,  but  instead  of  resTsting  him, 
they  enrolled  themselves  under  his  banner,  and 
.so  Severus  came  to  within  seventy  miles  of 
Rome.    There  he  halted.     He  had  no  mind  to 
.shed  blood  unless  it  was  necessary ;  he  had  no 
desire  to  inflict  injury  upon  the  city  in  which 
he  hoped  to  feign.    Therefore  he  sent  word  to 
the   Practjorians  that  if  they  would  abandon 
Julian  and  give  up  the  murderers  of  Pertinax, 
he   would   regard  them    as    blameless.     The 
Guards  received  the  offer  with  joy  and  showed 
their  way  of  appreciating  it  by  hunting  Julian 
io  hi<  death,  ^layi^g  him  in  one  of  the  rooms 
nltached   Im   the  ii  lyal  baths. 

'J'he  first  act  of  Severus,  when  once  he  had 
reached  the  vicinity  of  Rome,  was  to  com- 
mand the  Praetorian  Guards  to  assemble  un- 
armed on  a  lia'rge  plain  before  the  city.  They 
obeyed  the  command,  and  they  were  met  and 
surrounded  by  a  force  of  Illyrians  armed  with 
spears.  Moiniting  a  tribtme,  Severus  ad- 
dressed the  thoroughly  frightened  Guards.  He 
reproached  them  for  their  baseness,  declared 
them  unworthy  of  trust,  and  when  by  his  pow- 
erful denunciation  he  had  brought  them  to 
tlunk  that  only  death  awaited  them,  he  decreed 
that  their  rights  as  Guards  were  fore\er  for 
fcitcd,  tliat  they  never  again  should  be  per- 
mitted to  bear  arms,  and  that  they  should  not 
come  within  a  hiuulrcd  miles  of  Rome  on  pain 
of  death.  While  these  proceedings  were  tak- 
ing place,  a  detachment  of  the  army  of  Sev- 
erus had  gone  to  the  camp  of  the  Praetorians 
and  seized  their  arms  and  destroyed  their  de- 
fences. There  was  therefore  nothing  left  for 
th.!  disgraced  force  to  do  but  to  accept  their 
Jate  with  what  grace  they  could  muster. 

Having  thus  disposed  of  the  (aiards,  Sev- 
erus entered  the  Eeternal  City.  His  first  of- 
ficial act  was  to  celebrate  the  ^obsequies  of 
Pertinax  with  becoming  splendor,  and  this  be- 


public  ami  l)u-iiiess  men  is  that,  as  a  rule,  they 
have  a  diversity  of  interests.     Thus  their  out- 
look is  wide,  and  if  few  of  them  iiave  careers 
that  are  meteoric,  there  is  an  eleinent  of  sta- 
bilitv  about  them  that  is  admirable,     b'.veryone 
must  have   noticed  how  in   the    I  nited   States 
men  ri.^^e  suddenlv  to  prominence  in  the  world 
of  i)olitics  or  of  fame,  and  then  disapi)car.  The 
case  of  tlie  late  E.    II     Marriman   w-as  one  of 
these.     Here  was  a  man    who  became  among 
the  most  eminent  in  the  nation  in  his  own  par- 
ticular line  of  work.     He  devoted'to  it  every 
ounce  of  energy  in  his  make-up.    He  had  only 
one  aim,  and  to  this  all  other  considerations 
were  subordinated.     He  was  vastly  successful 
when  the  thread  of  his  life  snapped  under  the 
strain,  and  while  he  left  many  millions  to  his 
heirs,    his   own    career,   after  1  he   became   ab- 
sorbed in  his  ambition,  was  really  not  worth 
living.     Mr.  J.  P.  Morgan,  on  the  other  hand, 
furnishes   an    illustration   of   how   devotion   to 
other   interests  than   mere   success  develops  a 
well  rounded  manhood.    There  are  at  least  two 
Mr.  Morgans,  just  as  it  is  said  there  are  four 
Ldoyd  Georges,  in  the  latter  case  the  poet,  the 
statesman,    the    keen    debater    and    the    dema- 
gogue, making  up  a  wonderful  composite  type. 
If  our  object  in  life  is  not  merely  success 
but  hapi)iness,  the  wider  we  make  our  horizon 
the  better,  and  this  we  can  do  by  study  and 
by   an   acquaintance    with    the   best   literature. 
\Ve  may  never  have  the  populace  waiting  to 
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David  Lloyd  George  by  a  \  ery  friendly  critic, 
it  is  stated"  that  he  is  not  a  man  of  wide  read- 
ing- His  convictions  are  very  strong  and  the 
personal  force  which  he  brings  to  bear  upon 
their  advocacy  is  overpowering.  The  individ- 
uality of  the  man  is  dominating.  There  is  an 
old  Latin  maxim  that  may  be  freely  translated 
as  meaning  that  a  wide  acquaintance  with  lit- 
erature has  a  refining  influence  and  renders 
men  less  determined  upon  having  their  own 
way.  The  student  of  books  acquires  the  habit 
of  looking  at  both  sides  of  a  question,  an  ad- 
mirable quality  no  doubt,  but  one  that  does  not 
assist  in  the  development  of  that  individuality 
which  ensures  success  in  leadership.  Fortun- 
ately we  all  cannot  be  leaders,  and  therefore  it 
is  not  necessary  that  we  should  all  develop  the 
qualities  of  leadership.  It  would  be  well  for 
the  community  if  more  of  us  developed  the 
ability  to  look  upon  both  sides. 

The  career  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George  is  a  re- 
markable illustration  of  the  triumph  of  in- 
dividualism. A  man,  who  in  a  little  over 
twenty  years  could  rise  from  the  humble  posi- 
tion of  an  obscure  and  penniless  lawyer  in  a 
Welsh  village  to  the  post  of  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  in  the  greatest  nation  of  the  world, 
without  any  extraneous  aids,  is  a  remarkable 
personality,  as  all  must  admit,  no  matter  wdiat 
Hhey  may  think  of  his  opinions.  The  secret  of 
this  amazing  success  is  to  be  found  in  devo- 
tion to  one  idea,  which  has  broadened  out  as 
the  years  have  passed  and  the  sphere  of  his 
work  has  widened.  If  his  reading  had  been 
wide,  if  he  had  been  a  student  of  literature 
rather  than  of  men,  it  is  more  than  likely  that 
the  poetic  side  of  his  character,  which  he 
shares  in  common  with  so  many  Welshmen, 
would  have  gained  the  upper  hand,  and  he 
might  have  become  a  dreamer  of  dreams  and 
not  the  forceful  politician  he  is. 

His  case  is  taken  as  an  example,  not  as  a 
model.  What  is  true  in  respect  to  him  will 
be  found  to  have  been  true  in  respect  to  most 
self-made  men.  They  permitted  themselves  to 
become  absorbed  in  a  single  idea  and  made  all 
other  considerations  subordinate  thereto. 
Singleness  of  purpose  Is  one  of  the  most  effec- 
tive forces  in  life. 

This  is  not  to  say  tliat  one  should  devote 
himself  to  any  single  subject.    More  than  one 
man  of  science  has  given  his  mind  exclusively 
to  the  investigation  of' things  physical,  and  has 
thereby  lost  contact  with  things  spiritual.    Yet 
it  seems  tliat  without  such  devotion  great  dis- 
coveries,  if  not  impossible,  certainly  are  un- 
likely.    Two   reinarkable   illustrations   of   in- 
dividuality in  the  world  of  action  are  furnished 
by  Alexander  of  Macedon  and   the  first   Na- 
poleon.   They  furnish  extraordinary  instances 
of  men  absorbed  by  a  single  idea.     This  idea 
was  the  aggrandizement  of  self,  the  bending 
of  other  individuals  to  their  will.    No  consid- 
erations  whatever   diverted    these    men    from 
their    objects.      Promises,    moral    obligations, 
considerations  of  what  was  due  to  others,  hu- 
man suffering,  the  death  of  thousands  did  no\ 
restrain    them.      The    merciless    treatment    of 
Josepiiine   by    Napoleon    sliowcd    tiiat   ail    tiie 
finer  instirfcts  of  hi--  nature   were   dwarfed   l)y 
his  overwhecning  ambition.      The   destruction 
of   Persepolis   by    Alexander    in    order    to   ob- 
tain the  favor  of  Thais,  an    Athenian   woman 
to   v.diom    he   liad   taken   a   fancy,   shows   how 
completely    tlu'     niau.     who    sij^hed     for     luw 
worlds  to  conc|iier.  was  slave  to  liiv  baser  pas- 
sions.   Self  was  the  dominant  note  in  the  lives 
of  both  these  men.  whom  historians  have  been 
pleased  to  style  Great.     If  .Mcxandcr  and   .\'a- 
poleon   had   been   men   whose  sympathies   had 
i)cen  broadened  by  a  study  of  mankind  in  its 
wider  aspects,  the  history  of  the  world  wotdd 
ha\e  been  very  different.      \.s  it  was.  they  fur- 
nished an  example  of  individualism  carried  to 
an  extreme,  and  the  world   was  so  much   the 
worse  for  them  both. 

Every  young  man.  starting  out  in  life, 
would  do  well  to  consider  wdiat  his  object  is  to 
be.  If  he  aims  at  success,  and  that  seems  to  be 
the  goal  towards  wdiich  the  faces  of  most  men 
are  turned,  he  must  cultivate  individuality.  He 
nnist  concentrate  his  mind  as  much  as  possible 
upon  a  single  aim,  and  to  this  everything  else 
must  be  subordinated.  If  this  is  done,  succe.ss 
will  not  be  difficult.  The  (|ucstion  is  if  suc- 
cess is  worth  the  price,  which  men  who  do  this 
pay  for  it.    A  distinguished  quality  of  English 
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e  have  to  say  on  any  great  qucfi- 
tion  ;  we  may  never  lead  i)attie-stained  veter- 
ans to  victory  after  victory;  we  may  indeed 
live  out  our  lives,  as  thou.sands  upon  thou- 
sands of  other  men  live  out  their  lives,  feel- 
ing that  if  we  have  done  our  duty  by  our  fam- 
ilies and  our  friends,  if  we  have  made  the 
world  just  a  little  better  during  the  time  we 
have  been  in  it  because  we  were  in  it,  we  have 
done  all  that  could  reasonably  be  expected  of 
us.  We  can  develop  an  individuality  that  is  in 
harmony  with  such  a  life,  for  we  can  have  our 
own  ideas  of  duty,  our  own  ideas  of  what  we 
ourselves  ought  to  be.  This  sort  of  individu- 
ality every  one  can  possess,  and  it  will  tend 
to  the  promotion  not  only  of  our  own  happi- 
ness, but  that  of  others  as  well. 


walked  around  the  pole  i.s  what  hajjpens  as  in 
the  case  of  tlie  moon,  only  the  moon  parses 
around  ns  an<i  directions  are  reverse'!,  'i'iic 
horns  of  the  crescent  moon  al\vay>  point  away 
from  the  sun.  'Lherefore  when  you  are  draw- 
ing a  crescent  make  tile  horns  point  to  the 
leli.  .\  crescent  moon  is  a  growing  or  wax 
ing  moon.    A  waning  moon  i-,  not  a  "crescent." 

.'\s  a  rule  tliere  is  about  50  minutes  between 
thr  hours  of  irioon-rise  on  each  day  after  full 
moon.  We  do  not  see  the  moon-rise  until  the 
satellite  is  at  the  full.  But  next  month  it  will 
be  noticed  that  the  moon  will  rise  for  two  or 
three  days  very  nearly  at  the  same  hour.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  moon  revolves 
arcjund  the  sun  just  as  the  earth  does,  only 
she  moves  in  a  spiral,  or  a  series  of  loops,  and 
the  line  followed  by  her  is  sometimes  above 
and  sometimes  below  the  plane  of  the  earth's 
orbit.  She  is  therefore  not  always  directly 
opposite  the  sun:  when  she  is  and  the  earth 
intervenes  the  moon  is  eclipsed,  but  when  she 
is  directly  opposite  the  sun  and  not  in  eclipse, 
she  rises  for  a  few  days  in  succession  nearly  at 
the  same  hour.  This  is  called  the  Harvest 
Moon,  and  astrnnomically  is  tlie  full  moon 
nearest  the  autumnal  equinox,  which  us  you 
know  is  September  2i,st. 

In  a  novel  written  by  a  well  known  author 
he  speaks  of  taking  refuge  in  a  cave  just  before 
sunset,  where  he  remained  until  the  crescent 
moon  rising  enabled  him   to  make  his  escape 


without  being  .seen,  as  he  would  have  been  it 
the  full  glare  of  day.  In  a  recent  poem  by  a 
well  known  vVriter  the  crescent  moon  is  spoken 
of  as  rising.  Crescent  moons  do  not  rise. 
Crescent  moons  are  always  in  the  westeni 
sky  immediately  after  sunset.  After  full  moon 
the  moon  begins  to  assume  a  shape  approxi- 
mately a  crescent,  but  in  the  summer  long  be- 
fore it  is  actually  crescent-shape  the  daylight 
has  come,  and  the  pale  sickle  of  light  may  be 
sometimes  seen  following  the  sun  across  the 
sky. 

You  are  perhaps  aware  that  the  same  side 
of  the  moon  is  always  turned  towards  the 
earth.  This  fact  has  suggested  to  some  peo- 
ple the  thought  that,  whereas  the  moon  as 
viewed  from  the  earth  presents  an  exact  circle, 
if  we  could  see  it  from  a  point  at  right  angles 
to  our  point  of  vision,  the  circle  would  be 
bent  outwards  slightly  towards  the  earth. 
Hence  it  has  been  inferred  that  the  part  of 
the  moon  which  we  see  would,  if  we  were  on 
the  moon,  appear  like  a  vast  mountain  cover- 
ing half  its  surface.  This  might  explain  the 
fact  that  no  atmosphere,  or  at  least  no  evidence 
of  anything  indicating  more  than  an  exceed- 
ingly rarified  atmosphere,  has  been  found  on 
the  moon.  We  know  that  as  we  ascend  moun- 
tain on  the  earth  the  atmosphere  becomes  more 
rarified.  There  may  be  an  abundant  atmos- 
phere on  the  other  side  of  the  moon,  and  if 
there  are  people  in  that  region  they  would 
have  to  climb  the  mountain  to  see  the  earth, 
but  the  spectacle  woiild  be  a  glorious  one  and 
worth  the  effort. 

When  you  look  at  the  moon  tonight  en- 
deavor to  realize  the  fact  that  the  disc  is  2153 
miles  across.     Therefore  half  the  face  of  the 
moon  represents  an  area  not  very  much  smal- 
ler than  the  useful  part  of  Canada.    The  moon 
it  not  quite  240,000  miles  away  from  us.  There- 
fore if  you  could  get  up  into  the  air^about 
eighty  times  as  far  as  it  is  from  Victoria  to 
Halifax  and   look  down  upon  the  Dominion, 
the  whole  of  Canada  would  not  look  as  big  as 
the  part  of  the  moon  which  you  could  see  to- 
night if  you  remained  up  until  it  rose.  This 
seems  a  very  astonishing  thing;  but  it  is  not 
nearly  so  startling  as  the  fact  that  the  little 
black  spot,  which  could  be  seen  upon  the  sun 
not  long  ago  if  you  looked  at  it  through  a  piece 
of  smoked  glass,  was  a  flaming  cavern,  so  vast 
that  the  earth  with  the  moon  in  its  accustomed 
place  could  have  been  dropjied  into  it  without 
coming  anyway  near  touching  the  sides. 
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furthering  of  the  worship  of  the  true  God,  the

Were 
all  the  continents  to  become  paper  and  the 
seven  seas  ink ;  were  all  the  vegetables  to  be 
cut  down  and  employed  as  pens;  were  Saras- 
wati,  th^'  Goddess  of  Ekxpience,  to  dictate  and 
all  beings  to  write  for  sixty  ages,  they  could 
not  describe  ChxI.  Vet,  O  fool!  thou  supposest 
1 1  mi   to  l)e  a   stoiir  ; 

.\  great  many  of  us  have  believed,  having 
read  but  little  of  the  true  history  of  India,  that 
these  same  IJrahaminical  teachers,  one  of 
whom  the  jirincess  so  upbraided,  stood  as  the 
highest  lunnan  tyi)e  of  the  Hindu  religious 
tt*achinas. — Thin  \h  a  very  grtjat  miiitake,  and 


^^ — I  liiK  \h  a  very  grtiai  m 
only  goes  to  show  how  smug  and  satisfied  wc 
are  with  our  own  little  ktu)vvlcdge  of  our  own 
little  affairs.  In  the  same  way  that  we  know 
next  to  nothing  about  the  religion  of  the 
Chinese  or  the  Japanese.  We  know  next  to 
nothing  about  Mahommedanism.  We  listen 
to  a  jest,  perhaps,  ill-timed  en6ugh  no  doubt, 
we  hear  a  passing  comment  rich  in  exaggera- 
tion, and  we  are  only  too  ready  to  accept  jest 
and  comment  literally  and  to  adopt  them  pres- 
ently and  give  voice  to  them  as'  the  summing 
up  of  our  opinion  on  some  really  serious  ques- 
tion. We  love  to  pose  as  knowing  something 
about  everything,  and  so  we  pass  our  own  ig- 
norance along.  If  instead  of  accepting  some 
one  else's. opinion,  we  would  look  into  matters 
sufficiently  to  form  an  opinion  of  our  owm,  the 
benefit  that  we  would  be  conferring  upon  our- 
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tiinable.  The  most  of  us  have  plenty  of 'sound 
commonsense  and  good  judgment,  only  we 
don't  take  the  trouble  to  find  it  out.and  so  go 
through  the  world  with  a  far  worse  opinion 
of  ourselves  than  we  deserve.

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THINGS  NOT  GENERALLY   KNOWN. 


Perhaps  the  caption  of  this  article  is  not 
very  well  chosen,  for  the  things  that  will  be 
spoken  of  herein  are  fairly  generally  known, 
but  are  not  very  often  thought  about.  For 
example :  A  person  very  well  informed  on 
many  subjects  expressed  surprise  that  when 
the  Canadian  Pacific  sends  out  a  coasting 
steamer  from  England,  her  departure  is  gen- 
erally so  timed  that  she  will  be  down  by  the 
Straits  of  Magellan  during  our  winter  time. 
When  told  that  when  it  was  winter  here,  it 
was  summer  there,  he  said  he  knew  that,  of 
course,  as  a  matter  of  geography  but  he  had 
never  though  about  it  as  a  matter  of  fact.  In 
the  course  of  a  short  time  wc  shall  probably 
receive  news  from  the  expeditions  that  are 
racing  for  the  South  Pole.  We  shall  not  un- 
derstand some  of  the  things  likely  to  be  told 
if  we  forget  that  it  is  summer  on  the  Antarctic 
Continent  when  it  is  winter  in  the  north,  that 
when  the  days  are  shdrt  here  they  are  long 
there  and  so  on. 

You  have  seen  the  new  moon  hundreds 
of  times.  Very  frequently  as  soon  as  the  twi- 
light had  grown  dim,  you  have  seen  a  pale 
thread-like  crescent  in  the  West.  You  know 
that  is  the  moon.  Did  you  ever  stop  to 
think  where  the  moon  was  the  day  before  or  for 
several  days  previously?  Probably  not.  The 
moon  was  over  in  the  western  sky,  but  nearer 
the  sun  in  apparent  position  than  when  you 
saw  the  crescent.  You  could  not  see  the  moon, 
not  because  it  was  lost  in  the  glare  of  the 
sun.  but  because  its  illuminated  side  was 
turned  away  from  us.  Possibly  if  you  could 
get  high  enough  up  in  the  atmosphere  so  that 
the  rays  of  the  sun  would  not  be  diftuserl  as 
they  are  at  the  surface  of  the  earth,  you  might 
be  able  to  discern  a  dark  rouml  disc  not  very 
far  in  apparent  position  from  the  sun.  Some- 
times the  moon  in  passing  from  the  north  to 
the  south  side  of  the  sun  passes  across  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  face  of  that  luminary. 
Then  we  have  a  whole  or  a  partial  eclipse. 

in    front  of  the   library   window  at   which 
this  is  written  tliere  is  a   telephone  iiolr.     The 
morning  sun  is  sliining  uti  one  »n.ie  ol   il,   ijuI 
as    we   are   looking   at   it    from    the    nortli    we 
o!!!y  see  a  tliin  silvery  streak  along  tlie  ''ast 
side  of  it;  the  remainder  is  in  shadow.     Now 
if  in  imagination  we  draw  a  circle  on  the  \)u]c. 
the   diameter  of  which   is   equal  t<:>  .the  diam- 
eter of  the  pole,  we  will  have  a  disc  the  east- 
ern edge  of  which  will  l)e  a  silvery  streak  re- 
sembling   somewh.'it     ihr    crescent    hioon,    and 
the   remainder    will    be   shaded.      It    will    lie   a 
representation  of  "the  old  moon  in  the  young 
moon's  arms."     The  actual  phenomena  of  the 
new  moon  is  due  to  a  jirecisely  similar  cause, 
only  the  sun  is  to  the  west  of  the  moon  and 
not  to  the  right  as  in  the  case  of  the  telephone 
pole  just  now.    Now,  if  we  should  walk  around 
the  pole  on  the  east  side,  it  is  evident  that  as 
we   did   so   we   would   see   more   and   more  of 
the  pole  reflecting  the  bright  sunlight  and  less 
of  it  wotdd  be  in  shadow  until  we  reached  a 
point  directly  in  line  with  the  sun.  when  half 
the  circumference  of  the  pole  would  be  illumi- 
nated.    As  we  passed  further  around  less  and 
less  of   the   pole  woidfl    be   illuiuinated.     imtil 
at  length  we  would  only  have  a  thin  thread  of 
light  as    we   have    from   our   present   point   of 
view,  only  that  whereas  the  thread  now  is  to 
our  left,  then  it  would  be  towards  our  right. 
If  in  the  place  of  the  pole  there  was  a  sphere 
we  would  have  an  actual  crescent,  just  as  in  the 
case   of  the   moon.

Moreover,  for  m;^ny  years  af- 
ter his  election  to     the  chief     ral.)biship.     Dr. 
Adler  was  in  reality,  if  not  by  title,  inini.^ler 
to   the   Great  Synagogue,   the  cathedral  syna- 
gogue of  his  community.     Twice  in  times  of 
crisis  for     world-Jewry     he     represented     bis 
community  at  Berlin     and  Paris    respectively. 
He  Was   elected   an   honorary   member  of  the 
Athenaeum  club,  and  was  a  vice-president  r,r 
councillor  of  many  charitable  institutions,  in- 
cluding  King   Edward's   Hospital    Fund   Com- 
mittee and   the    Hospital   Sunday    I'nnd    Coun- 
cil.    He  was  also  an  honorary  D.C.L.  oi   (Ox- 
ford and  honorary  L.L.D.  of  St.  Andrews.  The 
Oxford  I'.'^nor  was  conferred  upon  him  <>u  the 
occasion  of  his  70th  birtliday  two  years   ago, 
when  he  also  received  the  'C.V.O.  at  the  hands 
of  the  late  King.    Within  the  Jewish  commun- 
ity Dr.  Adler's  sphere  of  activity  included  al- 
most    every    institution    of     any  importance. 
One  of  the  earliest  works  in  which  he  was  en- 
gaged was  "The  Jewish  Reply  to  Dr.  Colenso's 
Criticism   on    the    Pentateuch,"   of   which    he 
was  joint  author     in  1865.     Another     famous 
coptroversy  in  which   he  took  part   was   that 
with   Prof.  Goldwin   Smith,  the  subject  being 
"Can  Jews  be  Patriots?" 

Dr.  Adler  leaves  ^urviving  two  children. 
His  only  son,  Alfred,  minister  of  one  of  the 
.Metropolitan  synagogues,  died  a  tew  months 
ago  at  the  early  age  of  34.  This  loss  was  fol- 
lowed .shortly  by  \hat  of  the  Chief  Rabbi's 
elder  brother,  .Marcus,  his  companion  through 
life.  His  elder  daughter,  Nettie,  is  a  member 
of  the  London  County  Council,  esi)ecial!y  in- 
tcresteil  in  its  educatit)nal  work,  and  his  sec- 
ond daughter,  Ruth,  is  the  wife  of  Dr.  Alfred 
Kiohliolx.

Hon.  ).  P.  B.  Casgrain  was  one  of  the  sen- 
atorial section  of  the  Canadian  parliamentary 
contingent  to  the  coronation.  During  an^  in- 
terview with  the 'Montreal  Gazette,  the  Sen- 
ator expressed  the  view  that  any  one  who 
speaks  of  Great  Britain  being  a  decaying  na- 
tion knows  nothing  of  the  present  conditions 
of  things  in  the  United  Kingdom,  lie  says 
that  the  viiility  of  her  sohsi'the  ability  of  liV 
statesmen  on  both  sides  of  the  political  fence 
with  tlic  pr(jminence  of  her  finance  and  indus- 
tries, England  easily  leads  the  world. 

The  party  visited  manufacturing  cities  of 
the  three  kingdoms,  and  as  the  Canadi^n^par- 
liamentarians,  while  in  Belfast,  #aw  2,500  men 
coming  out  of  the  S.S.  Olympic,  then  afloat 
at  Harland  and  Wolfe  shipyards,  and  as  they 
went  through  the  immense  industries  of  Eng- 
h'.nd  and  Scotland,  Senator  Casgrain,  who  has 
visited  most  of  the  manufacturing  towns  of 
the  United  States,  was  bound  to  admit  that 
En^and  is  stiU  away  ahead  of  the  world  in 
trade  and  finance.  In  a  word,  the  Senator  re- 
turns prouder  than  ever  to  be  a  Britisher.  He 
also  told  of  the  great  head  of  Harland  and 
Wolle's  firm  as  being  born  in  Quebec,  and  a 
French  Canadian,  as  L-rd  Perrie.  ^^  hp  i.<; 
known,  first  saw  the  light  in  tlie  ancient  capi- 
tal, his  mother  being  Irish,  and  his  father,  a 
French-Canadian,  probably  Perricr.  .\fter 
her  husban<rs  death  the  mother  took  her  son 
hack  to  Ireland,  who  served  his  time  with  the 
great    shipbuilding    firm    he    now    leads.      I'ew 
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go  (jn  forever,  for  the  veneration  which  the 
British  people  manifest  for  the  present  rulers 
is  great,  and  tliey  are  worthy  of  it." 

Senator  Casgrain  has  no  hesitation  in  say- 
ing that  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Connaught 
will  be  deservedly  popular  with  the  people 
of  Canada.  They  are  democratic,  and  the 
Duke  is  a  speaker  of  merit  and  familiar  with 
Canada. 

"What    imin-essed   Canadians,"   added   Sen- 
ator Ca.vgrain,  "was  the  fact  that  Canada  ap- 
peared to  be  the  forefront  of  everything  not 
only  in  Great   Britain,  but  also  in  France,  for 
when  he  was  in  Paris  one  of  the  sights  of  the 
French  capital   is  an  immense   map  of  North 
America  suspended  near  the  Ritz  hotel,  and 
one   unacquainted   with   the   exact   conditions 
would   imagine   that   the   Dominion   occupied 
the  lion's  portion,  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca and  Mexico  being  'not  in  it,'  as  they  say  in 
parlance.     Thus  thi^  country  becomes  known 
to  the  people  of  those  two  great  nations,  both 
of  whom  being  interested  in  us  to  a  supreme 
degree,  have  Canada  constantly  on  their  lips." 
The  visit  to  W^es  and  Scotland  was  inter- 
esting,   the    national    characteristics   being  of 
especial    interest     to     the     French-Canadians. 
Tliey    would    have   no   interference   in    Wales 
from   London   as  to  the  way  their  receptions 
were   to   be    carried    on.      They    consider   the 
I'rincc  of  Wales  as  their  own  prince.     It  was 
the  same  way  in  Scotland,  where  the  emigra- 
tion to  Canada  has  brought  the  people  of  the 


nominion  near  to  the  heart  of  Auld  Scotiar 
hence  the  cordial  manner  in  which  they  re- 
ceived the   parliamentary  party. 

The  Canadians  in  the  Imperial  parliament 
are.  Senator  Casgrain  says,  looming  up  in 
popular  estimation,  Macmaster,  Greenwood, 
Martin,  and  last,  but  not  by  any  means  the 
least,  Sir  W.  M.  Aitken,  taking  very  advanced 
positions  in  their  spheres  of  action.  Sir  ^M. 
M.  Aitken's  recent  speech,  he  declared,  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  matters  pertaining  to 
the  British  West  Indies,  indicated  that  he 
knew  more  of  that  particular  situation  than 
most  men  in  the  Imperial  parliament. 

Senator  Casgrain  and  his  daughter  were 
introduced  to  General  'Botha  by  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier,  and  were,  of  course,  interested  in  the 
statement  made  the  other  day  by  the  Prime 
Minister  of  South  Africa  to  the  effect  that 
when  Great  Britain  was  at  war  the  whole 
Empire  was  at  war,  and  Senator  Casgrain 
thinks  the  words  of  wisdom  coming  as  they 
do  from  a  man  who  only  a  few  years  ago  was 
fighting  against  the  British  in  South  Africa, 
should  be  a  good  lesson  to  some  of  his  ardent 
admirers  in  Canadian  politics.

"UNKNOWN   BRITISH   COLUMBIA' 


A  lecture  was  delivered  to  the  members  of 
the  Manchester  Geographical  Society  by  Miss 
Agnes  D.  Cameron,  on  "Unknown  British  Co- 
lumbia." The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  beau- 
tiful slides,  the  majority  of  which  were  taken 
from  the  lecturer's  own  photographic  nega- 
tives. 

Miss  Cameron  said  she  had  been  sent  to 
England  by  the  Government  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  series  of_ 
"talks"  before  representitive  bodies,  with  the 
hope  that  the  Motherland  and  her  nearest,  and 
she    thought  ,  best,    self-governing    dominion, 
might  become  better  acqtiainted.     When  Brit- 
isli    Columbia   became    fully     occupied     th^re 
would  remain  no. Ittdf*  pioneering  woi;k  tO  H 
done  in   the  British   Empire.     She  was  often 
asked  whether  Canada  was  loyal  to  England,, 
and  she  had  replied,  Canada  is  not  loyal  td 
^uigland.   but   loyal   to   the   great   Empire   of 
which  it  is  a  part.     England  should  take  care 
not  to  be  disloyal  to  the  Empire.     She  thought 
the   time    had    come    when    Britishers    should 
cease  to  be  par(.)chial,  and  begin  to  realize  the 
great  heritage  of  Imperial  citizenship.     Much 
had  been  heard  of  the  Americanization  of  Can- 
a<la,  but  she  had  never  heard  people  once  seri- 
ously discuss  amalgamation    between   Canada 
and  the  United  States.    It  was  not  vwu  a  pos- 
sible hypothesis.     The   whole   idea  originated 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Atlantic,  for  people 
in  h'tigland  were  too  prone  to  view  the  United 
States    through    a    magnifying    glass,    and    at 
Canada  through  the   wrong  end  of  the  teles- 
cope.    British  Columbia,  in  particular,  was  a 
region  of  vast  possibilities,  and  such  were  its 
resources,  that  it  wotild   one  day  become   the 
home     of    a   great     white     race. — Manchester 
Courier.

CHIEF    RABBt   ADLER 

■■■■  (    -V).,^,  ,  ^ 

We  regret  to  record  that  the  Chief  Rabbi 
died  at  7  o'clock  yesterday  morning  at  his 
residence,  Craven  Hill,  W.  It  was  not  until 
three  weeks  ago  that  his  condition  occasioned 
serious  alarm.  Death  is  stated  to  have  been 
due  to  heart  failure,  f<^llowing  upon  internal 
inflammation.  A-  message  was  received  from 
the  King  on  Monday  inquiring  as  to  Dr.  Ad- 
ler's  condition.  . 

The  Very  Rev.  Dr.  Harmann  Adler,  chief 
■-the-tJnited-Gongregations' of  the  Brit- 
ish Empire,  was  born  in  Hanover  in  i839.  His 
father,  who  was  chifef  Rabbi  of  j^anover,  came 
of  a,  long  line  of  Jewish  ecclesiastics.  His 
mother,  Henrietta  WormSi'-vv^;  "a ^sister  of 
Baron  Solomon »  Benedict  de  ^'^orms  and  a 
daughter  of  Jeanette  von  Rothschild,  \vit^ 
whom  the  fortunes  of  the  iftdthschild  family 
began.  Df.  Adler  was  thus  a  cousin  of  Baron 
de  Worms  and  the  late  Lord  Firbright,  and 
also  of  Lord  Rothschild. 

In  1845  the  Chief  Rabbi  of  TTanover  wa."? 
appointed  to  a  similar  office  in  this  country. 
In  due  course  young  Adler  proceeded  to  Uni- 
versity College  School  and  Uniyersity  College, 
where  he  had  a  brilliant  career.  He  did  not, 
however,  complete  his  university  course,  his 
father  thinking  it  better  f^r  him  to  continue 
his  theological  studies  abroad.  He  according- 
ly proceeded  to  Prague,  where  he  had  the 
rabbinical  diploma  conferred  u])on  him  and 
also  obtained  the  Ph.  D.  of  Leipzig.  Before 
this  date  he  had  preached  his  first  sermon,  the 
occasion  being  the  consecration  of  the  Swan 
sea-  Synagogue  in  1859.  On  his  return  to 
England  from  Leipzig,  he  was  appointed  tenv 
porary    principal    of    the    Jews'    College. 

On  the  opening  of  the  Bayswatcr  oyna- 
gogue  in  1864  Dr.  Adler,  then  in  hi.-^  i5th  year, 
was  appointcfl  its  nnnister  and  i)r€afcher.  1  lis 
ministry  was  remarkalily  successful,  and  large 
congregations  attended  there.  In  iH'/cj  the 
failing  healtii  of  the  then  Rabbi  compelled  the 
appointment  of  a  delegate  and  the  office  \yas 
conferred  upon  his  son,  and  on  the  death  of 
his  father  in  1889,  Dr.  Hermann  Adler  was 
tnianimously  chosen  to  succeed  him.  Mis 
province  was  even  more  extensive  than  the 
P.ntish  ICiltijire,  for  many  Jews  settled  beyond 
its  confines  acknowledged  him  as  their  spirit- 
ual head,  and  appeals  to  his  ruling  came  from 
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TANGIER 


In  several  quarters  abroad  the  suggestion 
has  been  put  forward  that,  should  the  present 
international  difficulty"  regarding  Morocco 
lead  to  a  partition  of  that  country  in  any  form, 
Great  Britain  would  expect  Tangier  as  its 
share  of  the  booty,  and  would  take  steps  to 
secure  possession  of  the  place.  It  is  not  pro- 
posed to  consider  the  likelihood  of  such  an 
event,  nor  to  discuss  at  length  the  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  such  an  arrangement; 
But,  the  matter  having  been  mooted,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  recall  the  early  connection  of  this 
country  with  that  ancient  sea-born  city,  and 
to  estimate  the  consequences  that  resulted 
from  that  connection.  For  our  brief  occupa- 
tion of  the  Moorish  stronghold  two  and  a  half 
centuries  ago  was  of  far  greater  historical  sig- 
nificaiice  to  the  British  Empire  than  is  gener- 
ally realized. 

At  that  time  when  Tangier  was  included 
in  the  marriage  portion  of  Charles  II. 's  Por- 
tuguese bride,  England  possessed  no  maritime 
base  beyond  the  seas  on  the  eastern  side  of  the 
Atlantic.  British  warships  had  been  making 
their  presence  ,felt  in  the  Mediterranean  and 
on  the  Spanish  coasts  since  Tudor  days;  but 
they  had  always  been  obliged  to  depend  upon 
the  havens  of  come  friendly  State — upon  the 
Tagus,  or  Leghorn,  or  some  Sardiniap  anchor- 
age— for  a  resting  place  and  for  refreshment. 
Tangier,  pending  the  completion  of  the  Mole, 
of  which  the  ruins  remain  today  as  a  monu- 
ment to  one  of  the  greatest  blunders  in  our 
history,  offered  by  no  means  an  ideal  harbor 
even  to  the  small  seagoing  vessels  of  the  sev- 
enteenth century. 

But  during  those  eighteen  years  when  the 
original  garrison  (still  represented  in  our 
Army  by  the  Royal  pragcions  -and  the 
"Queen's)  \yas  steadfastly  maintaining  itself 
against  persistent  Moorish  attacks,  and  during 
the  final  period  wh^n  our  troops  (reinforced 
by  some  Guards  and  by  the  regiment  now 
known  as  the  Royal  Scots)  withstood  a  most 
determined  siege,  admirals  and  sea  captains 
who  had  at  times  been  hard  put  to  it  in  the 
narrow  seas  to  h.old  their  own  against  the 
Dutch,  were  always  when  they  sailed  south, 
such  of  a  base  at  the  pprtafe  of  the  Mediter-- 
ranean. 

ginning  to  be  realized  by  King  Charles'  sail- 
ors, and  the  potentialities  of  a  footing  on  the 
North  African  coast  were  still  undreamt  of 
when  the  Merry  Monari  h  and  his  advisers,  in  a 
fit  of  parsimony,  decided  to  abandon  the  place.

No  sooner  did   King  WilUam  enter  upon  the 
long  struggle  with  Louis  XIV.,  which  was.  to 
last   practically   without   intermission  for  two 
decades,  than  his  sailors  found  that  they  were 
expected  to  vsmter  in  the  .Mediterranean.  Then 
they  recalled  the  days  when,  ten  years- earlier, 
ther  had  always  at  all  seasons  been  a  secure 
liaven  at  their  disposal  in  Tangier  Bay.     For 
a  wliiie  they  were,  by  foreign  favor,  permitted 
to  make  use  of  Lisl)f)n  and  of  Barceloiiia.  Then 
the    War    of    the    Spanish    .Succession    supcr- 
\cned.  and  the  cry  became  insistent  for  a  base 
in  these  waters.     An  attempt  to  capture  Cadiz 
was    foiled,    but    two    years    later    the    happy 
thought  of  a  coup  de   main   (^i   Gibraltar  oc- 
curred to  Rooke  and  the  Pi'incc  of  Hesse,  and 
the  project  was  successfully  put  in  execution. 
Finally,  largely  at  the  instigation  of  the  great- 
est  of   all    British    Imperial    statcsiTien,    Marl- 
bfirotigh,  the  splendid  harbor  of  Minorca  was 
sectircd,   and   from   that   time   forward,  except 
for  a  few  short  intervals  of  ecliiise,  this  coun- 
try has  been  the  arbiter  of  the  Mediterranean. 
But  the  temporary  possession  oi  Tangier  had 
been  the  turning  point.     It  ranks  as  one  of  the 
greatest   events   contributing   to   the   develop- 
ment of  British  world  power. — Standard.

SACRIFICE  FOR  FAITH 

The  Madigas  are  outcasts  of  India.     The 
only  part  which  they  have  been  permitted  to 
take  in  heathen  ceremonies  has  been  to  beat 
the  drums  in  processions  and  before  temples 
and  places  of  worship.    They  have  never  been 
allowed  to  enter  the  temple  courts,  and  Hindu 
priests  consider  themselves  as  polluted  by  en- 
tering the   hamlets  of   Madigas   or  by  being 
near  enough  to  talk  to  them.     They  are  use- 
ful,   however,    as    drummers,   and    when    the 
leaders  of  any  religious  ceremony  need  their 
assistance   they   send   to   the   Madiga   hamlet 
and  order  as  many  drummers  as  they  desire. 
If  the  Madigas  fail  to  come,,  the  farmers  who 
employ  them  see<4;o  it  that  they  are  properly 
punist^d.  by  having  thefr  wOrk  given  to  oth- 
ers,'tneir  food  supply  cut  off  and  immediate 
payments  of  debts  demanded. 

At  Vidaplapad,  India,  recently  the  two 
hundred  Christian  Madigas  refused  to  beat 
drums  for  heathen  ceremonies.  To  their 
newly-awaketied  consciences_stich  heathen 
service  seemed  sacrilege.  The  wheels  pf  dis- 
cipline began  to  move.  •  Already  they  were 
suffering  from  famine,  but  the  vindictive  Flin- 
dus  made  their  misery  acute.  Not  only  were 
^-thes&4)ff0ple  CHt  off  from  means  of  livelihood. 
but  they  had  no  credit,  and  every  influence 
was  brought  to  bear  to  keep  others  from  giv- 
ing them  work.  No  merchant  was  allowed 
,to  sell  them  grain  even  on  payment,  and  they 
were  forbidden  to  walk  in  the  main  streets. 

At  length  through  the  generosity  of  an 
official  they  received  wark  under  government 
employ,  first  in  deepening  the  hamlet's  water 
reservoir  and  then  in  repairing  the  turnpike 
road.  Their  brave  stand  for  their  faith  tou<-h 
ed  the  hearts  of  other  Christian  churches,  and 
one  church  after  another  began  to  send  th<im 
assistance.  Finally  the  sujiply  of  funds  was 
exhausted,  -but  the  long  drought  of  eight 
months  came  to  an  end.  The  fields  grew  into 
green  life,  making  so  heavy  a  demand  for  la- 
bor that  tlu'  Hindu  persecutors  had  to  yield 
and    employ    the     Christians. — Boston     Tran- 

script.

WONDERFUL  RECORD  OF  SPEED 


The  greatest  speed  ever  attained  by  a  hu- 
man being,  or  probably  by  any  material  mov- 
ing thing  on  earth  except  a  projectile  or  a 
falling  object,  is  credited  to  Verdrines.  the 
French  aviator,  in  his  recent  flig;iit  of  nearly 
80  miles  at  a  velocity  of  155  miles  an  hour,  or 
over  23^  miles  a  minute.  Of  course  this  was 
not  all  due  to  the  motor  of  the  aeroplane; 
fully  half  of  it  was  the  speed  of  the  storm 
wind  which  was  driving  him  alo^ig.  But 
even  so,  says  the  Engineering  Record  (New 
York,  June  24),  we  have  here  not  only  a  new 
record,  but  almost  a  new  conception  of  speed. 

"As  a  mere  matter  of  mechanics  the  pos- 
sibility of  .such  speeds  is  inspiring.  At  the 
rate  at  which  aeroplane  speeds  have  increased 
for  the  last  year  or  two,  it  is  going  to  be  but  a 
brief  time  before  100  miles  an  hour  is  passed 
and  not  much  more  before  all  retordls  of 
things  that  travel  on  earth  are  passed.  It  may 
be  long,  however,  before  this  prodigious 
flight  of  Vedrines  is  beaten.  At  the  present 
time  there  seems  to  be  no  difficulty  in  con- 
structing a  system  of  planes  that  will  ily,  and 
fly  well,  w^ith  sufficient  power  behind  it^'. —

Twenty-five  years  ago  one  of  the  students 
at  Trinity  College  was  Edward  G.  Lewis,  son 
of  a  New  England  clergyman,  says  a  St.  Louis 
despatch.  He  showed  aptitude  for  the  study 
of  chemistry  and  of  human  nature,  and  be 
paid  his  way  through  college  partly  by  the 
^ale  of  tablets  which  he  prepared  and  war- 
ranted to  cure  the  tobacco  habit.  They  ap- 
pealed to  women  because  they  could, be  put 
into  the  coflfee  of  husbands,  sons  and  brothers 
without  exciting  suspicion.  The  same  Ed- 
ward G.  Lewis  is  now  under  indictment  here 
tw  chargea  of  using  the  mails  to  defraud,  and 
enterprises  which  drew  subscriptions  said  to 
amount  tc  nearly  $10,000,000  chiefly  from  wo- 
men, are  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver. 

Tlie  records  of  the  civil  and  criminal  pro- 
ceedings agaiti.-^t  Lewis  show  that  in  the  25 
years  since  he  left  college  he  has  invented 
many  schemes  and  won  the  confidence  of 
many  persons  who  were  willing  to  risk  their 
savings  in  the  sha[)e  of  being  made  rich  (juick- 
ly.  Senator  Burton,  of  <  )hio.  in  defending  the 
action    of   the    post    otTice    department    toward 

the  senate  :

While  Lc\sis  did  not  begin  the  nio^t 
pictures(|ue  period  of  his  career  as  a  promoter 
until  about  i8t;5.  he  was  not  idle  during  the 
years  immediately  following  his  departure 
from  college.  He  had  made  money  with  his 
tobacco  cure  and  he  sought  to  build  up  a  for- 
tune with  a  sarsaparilla  blood  medicine,  but 
this  failed  and  he  lost  all  he  had  made  with 
the  other  cure.  He  was  successively  sales 
agent  for  a  diamond  broker  and  a  demonstrator 
for  yV'aterbury  watches,  and  finally  he  drifted 
to  Nashville,  Tenn.,  where  his, inventive  brain 
originated  "Anti-Skeet"  and  "Bug  Chalk." 

It  was  here  that  Lewis  awoke  one  morning 
in  1895  to  find  his  total  assets  were  .$1.10.  Then 
he  had  an  idea.  He  went  to  a  wholesale  hou-^e 
ai^d  bought  a  gross  of  ordinary  crayons  for  35 
cents,  and  a  bpttle  of  oil  of  wintergreen  for  25 
cents.  He  poured  the  wintergreen  over  the 
chalk  and  after  capturing  a  live  roach  he, went 
tQ  the  drug  department  of  the  store  and  an- 
nounced a  demonstration  of  his  "wonderful 
bug  chalk." 

He  made  achiajk  ma,rk  on  the  table  and  set 
the  roach  free.  When  the  bug  started  to  walk 
across  the  chalk  mark  and  smelled  the  winter- 
green it  backed  off  and  went  the  other  way. 
?Ie  sold  the  mixture  of  crayon  and  wintergreen 
in  the  store  for  $7.50  and  then  made  a  house 
to  house  canvass  with  the  chalk.  He  soon  had 
a  small  bank  roll. 

Lewis  then  originated  "Anti-Skeet"  and 
"Anti-Fry."  These  preparations  were  tablets, 
which  when  burned  made  a  cloud  of  smoke 
supposed  to  be  deadly  to  mosquitoes  and  flies. 
His  first  corporation  was  formed  to  take  over 
these  preparations,  but  the  sheriff  finally 
seized  the  assets,  including  a  carload  of  "Anti- 
Skeet,"  and  one  of  Lewis'  partners  committed  , 
suicide.  The  sheriff  was  induced  to  release  the 
carload  of  mosquito  tablets,  and  Lewis  moved 
on  to  St.  Louis  and  began  his  career  in  this 
city. 

There  followed  in  rapid  succession  "Dr. 
Hott's  Cold  Crackers,"  warranted  to  "crack  a 
cold  in  half  an  hour;"  ''Walk  Easy  Foot  Pow- 
der," which  made  money  for  Lewis  the  first 
summer  but  went  out  of  business  in  the  win- 
ter;  "Anti-Cavity,"  a  toothache  medicine  ;  "The 
Progressive-Watch  Company,"  an  endless  chain 

'  scheme  by  which  one  could  get  a  watch  by 
paying  a  dollar  down  and  inducing  a  number 
of  other  persons  to  do  the  same;  a  mail  order 
pttblishing  concern  through  which  Lewis  first 
entered  the  publishing  business  with  a  small 
magazine  to  exploit  cheap  jewelry;  an  insta^ 
nient  company  to  sell  watches  and  jewelry  for 
one-third  down  and  the  rest  monthly,  the  cost 
of  the  article  being  really  covered  by  the  cash 
payment;    an    addressing    machine    company 

"■'c,;, .which  sold  stock  but  no  machines ;  a  coin  con- 
troller which  sold  devices  for  use  on  telephones 
which  proved  to  be  an  infringement  on  a  pat- 
ent: a  collection  agency  to  assist  mail  order 
houses  to  collect  accounts,  mainly  from  chil- 
<lien  who  answered  advertisements  in  weekly 
papers  and  magazines,  and  a  guessing  contest 
nil  ihc  attendance  at  the  St.  Louis  exposition. 
Then  Lewis  turned  his  back  on  the  smaller 
creations  of  his  niiiwl  and  went  in  for  greater 
things.  He  (organized  the  De\-elopmcnt  and 
Investment  company,  a  holding  company  for 
later  schemes,  the  stock  of  which  was  guaran- 
.  jced^,tn  pay  i  per  cent,  dividends  a  month,  and 
in  1901  he  bought  the  Woman's  Farm  Journal 
,  and  the  Woman's  National  Weekly  with  the 
jiurpose  of  drawing  subscriptions  t()  his  stock 
selling  scheme  from  women  readers.  1  [c  paid 
for  both  publications  chiefly  with  stock  in  his 
investment  company. 

His  first  big  enterprise  came  in  1904  with 
the  organization  of  the  People's  United  States 
FJank.  which  was  to  tran.sact  all  of  its  business 
through  the  mails.  Its  office  was  at  L'niversity 
City,  a  suburb  of  St.  Louis,  where  Lewis  had 
established  the  University  Heights  Realty  and 
Development  company  and  the  Lewis  Pub- 
lishing company.  .The  bank  was  chartered 
under  the  laws  of  ^lissouri  in  .X'ovember.  1004, 
with  .$1,000,000  capital  stock,  half  paid  up. 
Lewis  subscribed  to  9.9' 5  out  of  10,000  shares 
and  said  he  bought  the  stock  with  his  own 
money,  "^riic  following  March  the  capital  was 
increased  to  $2.5(X),ooo,  with  $2.or)o.fxx)  paid  up. 
Jt  developed  later  that  this  $2,000,000  had  been 


entirely  subscribed  by  00,000  persons  through- 
out the  country,  mostly  women,  who  were 
reached  through  the  Woman's  .Magazine  and 
I'arui  Journal. 

Complaint  was  made  to  the  post  office  dc 
partment  tliat  Lewis  was  using  t'le  mails  to  d. 
fraud  in  connection  with  the  bank,  and  in  July. 
1905,  a  fraud  order  was  issued  against  tlie 
bank.  The  department  was  nioved  to  a*;!  be- 
cause of  Lewis'.s  statement.s  concerning  the 
bank  in  his  periodicals,  one  of  which  said : 

Never  before  have  the  people  of  moderate 
m«a»6.beenr  permkt^d  to  get  in  on  th©gri>mul 
flOcii-of  a  great  bank.  1  am  not  only  putting 
nearly  a  million  dollars  into  it  myself,  but  am 
so  doing  as  to  add  my  share  of  its  eurnings  to 
the  reserve  of  the  bank,  thereby  doubling  the 
value  of  your  stock  from  year  to  year,  1  would 
advise  my  own  mother  to  put  the  la.u  i<enny 
she  had  in  the  world  into  it.  I.  tell  you  frankly 
your  profits  will  burn  your  hands.  I  will  sac- 
rifice the  flesh  on  my  body  before  the  purpose 
of  tlli^  great  bank    shall    be    nioxed    one    inch

Lewis  lent  himself  $i/X),ooo.  The  State  o{  Mis- 
siiuri  fuially  acted  and  a  receiver  wa>  appoint- 
ed in  .August,  i<;o5.  At  that  time  the  bank  had 
about  $1,000,000  left,  and  Lewis  represented  to 
the  stockholders  that  he  was  the  victim  of  a 
persecution  by  the  money  powers  and  notified 
all  the  stockholers  that  no  one  .should  lose  a. 
d£>llap  aadthat  he  would  assume. all  t^ie  loss; 

He  induced  them  to  send  him  their  stock 
and  he  gave,  them  in  return  his  trusted  notes,' 
which  were  secured  by  a  trust  deed  on  his  in^ 
come  above  his  living  expenses.  He  then  in- 
creased the  stock  in  his  publishing  company  to 
3^3-500,000  and  traded  it  for  bank  stock,  with 
the  result  that  he  got  back  $1,700,000  of  bank 
stock.  When  the  receiver  finally  paid  85  per 
cent  on  the  bank  stock  Lewis  iiresented  \\h.n 
he  had  and  got  $500,000  in  cash  and  had  $ijoo,- 
ocw  of  his  notes  pai<l. 

1  ii  KfOO  ],c\vi>  slaried  a  daily  paper  called 
the  woman's  .National  Daily,  which  was  used 
to  promote  various  new  schemes,  one  of  which 
was  the  United  States  Fiber  Stopper  company. 
It  was  t(i  manufacture  stoppers  of  i)aper  or 
fibre,  and  he  represented  that  the  En,glish 
rights  had  been  .sold  for  .'^so(^,ooo.     This  |.)ro\  ed 


enough  land  was  to  be  purchased  lor  the  mem- 
bers oi  the  fund. 

I''inally  i^ewis  announced  that  lie  intended 
t')  close'  the~i50ol  on  a  certain  dale,  and  uiged 
that  enough  be  sent  for  a  fifty-acre  lot,  to  cost 
i>-^X)O0.  \\  hen  the  lime  was  up  Lewis  said  he 
liad  niiire  tli.ui  cn<JiTgh  to  buy  50  acres.  Since 
that  time  the  members  of  the  pool  have  been 
unable  to  get  an  accounting  to  find'  out  how 
much  land  was  bought  or  what  vviSi^^paid  for  it. 

Following  the  "readers'  pool"  came  the 
most  pretentious  scheme  of  all.  He  organized 
the  American  Woman's  League  as  aii  auxiliary 
of  hi.s  pt^blishing  company.  In  his  first  litera- 
ture he  proposed  it  as  a  .scheme  for  paying  his 
debts. 

.Membi  irln'p  was  tu  lie  secur..'d  by  sending 
."^32  worlii  of  subscriptions  to  nr-.  paper.  One 
half  the  money  remitted  was  to  go  for  subscrip- 
tions and  the  other  half  into  a  fund  for  the 
benefit  of  the  league  menibershi]).  which  was 
to  be  limited  to  1,000.000  j)ersons  and  would 
give  an  en.do\vment  of  $20,000,000.  The  league 
was  to  own  the  jjub.lishing  company,  the  real 
estate  and  a  l)ank.  and  ha\e  an  mcome  esti- 
mated rcHighly  at  S3. Hex), 000  a  \-ear.  The  en- 
dowment of  .'^2'i,ooo.oO'j  woidd  remain  luidis- 
turbed.

Nothing  cam'e  of  the 
g^eat  educational  university  except  correspond- 
ence lessons  from  three  existing  concerns  with 
which  Lewis  had  contracted,  and  the  league  i.s 
nowwsaid  to  have  nothing  but  an  indebtedness 
of  about  $2,000,000. 

-Last  summer  when  Lewis  had  defaulted  on 
the  notes  of  his  enterprises,  including  his  trus- 
tees notes,  and  money  had  quit  corning  into  the 
league,  he  had  a  "hurrah  for  Lewis"  meeting  In 
this  city.  He  insisted  that  every  one  of  his 
schemes  had  proved  a  fortune  maker  and  boast- 
ed of  $806,000,000  of  a.ssets  with  liabilities  of 
only  one-third  of  the  amount.  He  said  that  if 
a  building  fund  of  $2,500,000  could  be  raised  all 
his  enterprises  could  be  financed.    He  proposed

by  him.  .As  a  reference  work  for  the  journal- 
ist, the  student  of  public  questions  and  the 
well-informed  man  on  the  street,  it  will  be 
found  of  no  small  value.  It  is  a  large  volume 
of  some  525  pages,  substantially  bound  in 
cloth  and  fully  illustrated  throughout  'with 
maps,  diagrams  and  twp-color  photo-engrav- 
ings. 

*  The  section  dexoted  to  lands  describes  the 
agricultural  survey  of  one  hundred  representa- 
tive farms  in  each  province,  made  by  the  Com- 
mission of  Conservation  in  order  to  ascertain 
just  what  the  condition  of  agriculture  is  in 
Canada.  Some  of  the  subjects  on  which  infor- 
mation was  obtained  are  :rotation  of  crops, 
use  of  manures,  prevalence  of  weeds  and  in- 
sect pests,  water  and  fuel  supply-ajad  the  use 
of  selected  seed.  One  of  the  striking  facts  re- 
vealed is  that  not  more  than  nine  per  cent  of 
the  farmers  of  Canada  follow  any  intelligent 
and  effective  rotation  (jf  crops.  By  the  adop- 
tion of  more  scientific  methods  which  could 
readily  be  put  into  effect,  it  is  estimated  that 
the  field  crops  Of  the  country  could  be  dou-, 
bled  in  twenty  years.  The  report  is  replete 
with  agricultural  information,  valuable  be- 
cause it  is  not  hearsay,  but  a  statement  of  ac- 
tual facts  scientifically  obtained  by  men  in 
the  field.  An  article  on  Agricultural  Produc- 
tion in  Canada  indicates  just  what  each  prov- 
ince has  produced  of  field  crops,  iruit  and  live 
stock  since  1 891,  and  also  gives  crop  areas  and 
comparative  crop  yields. 

The  section  on  fisheries  and  game  i-s  a  valu- 


able compendium  of  facts^  and  conclusions  by 
various  experts.  On  account  of  the  frequent 
disputes  over  jurisdiction  in  the  case  of  fish- 
eries between  the  Provinces  and  the  Domin- 
ion, an  analysis  is  given  of  the  clauses  of  the 
British  North  America  .Act  referring  to  fish- 
eries, shovying  what  powders  each  authority 
has.  Following  this  is  a  digest  of  the  federal 
and  provincial  fisheries  laws  and  regulations. 

Mr.  James  White,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mission, has  an  important  article  on  the  North 
Atlantic  fisheries  dispute  in  which  he  traces 
the  historical  development  of  the  case  leading 
up  to  the  late  Hague  arbitraticm,  gives  the 
term*  of  settlement  and  recounts  the  advan- 
tages accruing  therefrom  to  Canadian  fishing 
interests. 

The  Canadian  oyster  industry  is  dealt  with 
by  M'.  J.  Patton.  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Commission.  The  statement  is  made'  that 
Canada  pays  out  annually  over  $350,000  for 
oysters  imported  from  the  Uiiited  States,  when 
the  natural  conditions  in  this  country  are  ex- 
cellent for  produciftg  an  that  is  required  for 
home  consumption.  The  Canadian  output  has 
decreased  from  64,646  bWs.  in  1882  to  38,535 
bbls.  in  1909,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  prices 
have  risen  240,,'^r  ^rit  in  the  past  20  y^ars. 
This  degeneratiojrofTlie  industry  is  due  very 
largely  to  the  long-standing  dispute  over  juris- 
diction between  the  Provincial  and  Dominion 
authorities,  which  has  left  the  oyster  fishermei* 
in  such  a  state  of  uncertainty  as  to  his  holdings 
that  he  will  not  undertake  the  artificial  cultiva- 
tion of  oysters.  The  article  relates  the  (experi- 
ments of  other  oyster-producing  countries  and 
shows  that  the  only  means  of  rehabilitating 
the  indu.stry  is^^y  definitely  settling  the  juris- 
dictional dispute  so  that  oyster  culture  may  be 
confidently  engaged  in  by  private  individuals.

Lakes,"  strongly  advocates  the  establishment 
of  more  hatcheries  for  the  artificial  propaga- 
tion of  that  species  of  fish.  ?>Iaps  are  rejiro- 
duced  showing  the  area  frequented  by  white- 
fisji  in  each  of  the  Great  Lakes.  Following 
these,  i."s  a  statistical  article  on  fish  culture  in 
Canada,  which  points  out  that  la-st..  year  only 
fiftj.'six  per  cent  of  tlie  appropriation;%yot6tl 
for  thisjpurposs  by  the  Dominion  Parliament 
was  exbended.  In  other  articles  the  fisheries 
of  Manitoba,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Brit- 
ish Columbia  are  described  and  measures 
necessary  for  their  conservation  sugges^^ed.

with  a  summary  of  the  Provincial  and  Domin- 
ion laws  and  regulations  respecting  mining. 
An  exhaustive  article  on  the  conservation 
of  niin^afre^sources,  by  W'.  J.  Dick,  Mining!' 
Engineer  for  the  . Commission,  takes  up  each 
mineral  of  economic  importance  in  Canada, 
showing  the  extent  of  the  deposits,  the  con- 
sumption, and  the  methods  of  mining;  and  re- 
commerids  measures  for  conservation.  Mining 
accidet^ts  in  Canada  and  in  foreign  countries 
are  ftflly  dealt  with  in  another  article  and  sug- 
gestions are  advanced  pointing  out  how  the 
heavy  death  rate  in  Canada  from  this  cause 
may  be  reduced.

CHLOROFORM  IN  SURGERY 


The  final  report  of  the  Chloroform  Com- 
mittee of  the  British  Medical  As.sociation, 
which  has  been  at  work  for  nearly  ten  years, 
has  been  issued.  The  chief  objects  of  the 
committee  has  been  to  obtain  data  as  to  what 
are  "sufficient"  and,  what  are  -'excessivfe" 
quantities  of  absorbed  chloroform  in  the  hu- 
man body  under  giyen  conditions,  and  thus 
obviate  the  risk  of  overdosing  in  surgical  op- 
erations. The  conclusions  at  which  the  com- 
mittee has  arrived  with  regard  to  dosage  of 
chloroform  may  be  summed  up  as; 

1.  That  a  i  ])er  cent.  vap'M  is  generally 
insufficient  to  induce  surgical  anaesthesia  in 
an  adult,  at  all  events  within  the  limits  of 
time  ordinarily  available. 

2.  That  a  2  per  cent  vapor  of  chojoforin 
in  air.  is  sufficient  to  induce  full  surgical  an- 
aesthesia. 

3.  That  in  pathological  conditions  such  as 
depraved  blood  states,  some  diatheses,  and 
grave  pathological  states,  the  safety  dose  or 
percentage  is  below  2  per  cent,  and  must  be 
determined   in  each  case. 

.\.  That  the  dosage  for  the  maintenance 
of  anaesthesia  is  of  as  much  importance  as 
that  nf  the  induction  period,  and  the  neglect  "f 
recognt7.ing  this  has  caused  many  deaths,  and 
constantly   delays  cimvalcscence. 

5.  That  n'i  definite  limit  of  safety  can  be 
fixed  for  this  dose,  but  that  it  is  in  most  cases 
I  per  cenl'at  first,  au'l  nuust  be  lowered  as 
time  goes  on. 

.Although  se\eral  methods  for  ])roviding 
accurate  doses  are  described,  the  one  found 
most  useful  by  experimenters  .seems  to  be  that 
devised  by  .Mr.  Vernon  llarcfuirt,  v/hich  se- 
cures an  absolute  control  over  the  relative  pro- 


portions of  chlorofoftn  and  ftirj''  By  ttalngthis 
instrument  it  is  believed  that  the  dangers  of 
anaesthesia  are  reduced  to  a  minimum,  if  not 
wiped  out  altogether.  Indeed,  the  sentence 
which  makes  s()ecial  allusidii  to  this  form  <>\ 
inhaler  in  the  appended  (juotation  from  the  re- 
port would  suggest  that  all  danger  has  gone 
when  capable  hands  take  charge  of  the  instru- 
hient.  Here  is  the  new  gospel  of  safety  as  an- 
nounced  in   the  summary  of  the  report: 

"The  nuMubers  of  the  committee  have  n>)\v 
had  large  experience,  and  lia\e  foiuid  tli,i(  in 
induction  of  anaestb.Ci^ia  tiicrc  ls  no  daiver  of 
chloff^rm  death  when  percentages  graduallv 
rising  to  two  are  employed.  Sufficient  in-dof 
of  this  stateincnt  is  advanced  not  only  by  pre- 
\'ious  observers,  but  bv  the  fart  that  no  death 
is  known  to  the  meniherr-  of  the  committee  to 
have  occurred  during  the  induction  ()f  anaes- 
thesia by  means  of  the  llarcourt  inhaler; 
whereas  it  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge 
that  the  induction  period  is  fraught  with  grave 
danger,  and  many  deaths  have  occurred  dur- 
ing it  when  non-dosimctric  methods  have  been 
employed.  It  was  found  that  the  fall  of  blood 
pressure — the  usual  active  source  of  danger, 
since  it  determines  loss  of  the  necessary  blood 
supply  to  the  nervous  system  and  heart — does 
nrit  go  beyond  a  safe  degree  of  rleclension  pro- 
\ided  2  per  cent  is  not  exceeded  nor  contiimed 
after  the  required  degree  of  narcosi.s  has  been 
attained,  but  rapidly  reaches  a  dangerous  lim- 
it with  the  use  r)f  higher  percentages." — Lon- 
don  Standard.

Finally  all  are  burning;.  (  't  course,  neitiier 
the  ]>arachute  nor  the  cord  can  be  seen,  so  the 
effect  is  that  of  a  chain  of  brilliant  balls  of 
fire  suspended  in  midair.  It  re(|uires  particu- 
lar skill  to  wind  the  cord  .so  that  it  will  not 
become  tangled  nor  set  on  fire,  and  to  arrange 
the  fuses  so  that  the  lances  will  be  released 
and  their  contents  fired  in  regular  order.  It 
costs  al>out  $20  to  manufacture  a  rocket  with 
a  chain  kk)  feet  long.  This  form  of  display 
is  not  especially  poi)ular  exceiit  among  fire- 
work men  themselves,  because  manv  other  ef- 
fects are  at  once  much  more  brilliant  and 
cheaper.

The  end  of  steel!  The  mixed  train— and 
ii  was  mixed  in  the  fullest  interpretation  of 
the  word,  inasmuch  as  its  chain  of  cars 
stretching  .'■  belimd.;.  for  over  a  quarter  of  a 
mile,  was  crammed  with  the  widest  assort- 
ment of  material  it  is  poisible  to  conceive, 
from  massive  steel  ribs  for  bridges  to  wire 
for  fences,  from  mules  for  haulage  to  bacon 
for  the  camps,  heavy  bulks  of  timber  felled  in 
the.  de]n,se  fprest^.  q^  British  .Columbm.  cars 
packed  with  humanity  of  all  nationalities 
seeking  employment  on  the  railway,  and  the 
small  party  of  which  I  was  a  unit — pulled  up 
with  a  jerk.  Wc  had  reached  the  most  west- 
erly outpost  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Rail- 
way. True,  the  parallel  strips  of  metal 
stretched  for  about  another  mile  farther  on, 
but  there  came  to  an  abrupt  stop.  The  turbu- 
lent McLeod  river  stood  m  the  way  to  dispute 
advance  for  a  tmie. 

I'.ut  we  had  another  tli<ni>an(i  odd  mill-  to 
ffo.  So  far.  we  had  cine  b.v  iiir  fa->test  aiu» 
most  luxurious  fi>nii  nf  tra\cl.  the  railway 
train,  and  were  to  cnnii)lou'  "wv  journey  by 
the  slowest  and  nio>t  uncnnit' utalilc  method 
of  tr.-mspnrt.  the  pack  hi  •r'-c-  *  hir  path  lay 
throui^h  praclicall)  uukiu.wu  (."uutry.  where 
the  telegraph  had  mu  peuttraied.  :\nd  where 
even  the  in^idintT^  mnW  had  tt-n  y^t  turcud  ;t:a 
wav 

'"Stick  lo  thr  trail,  .ni.l  \'A\<<\\  ymv  maps." 
were  the  sole  .scrap-  ^i'  intorniaiMn  <.\le;idcd 
lo  us.  .And  neither  case?  were  ot  much  avail 
when  the  trail  disappeared  from  ^i^ht.  aii(\ 
the  maj)  was  hopeii->si\  \\  i'""iK-  ^Mr^■ll  yr-ur 
eyes,  and  trust  to  luck."  wmild  ha\e  licen  far 
better  advice,  as  results  ultimately  j. roved 
when  civilization  was  Kit  >nnie  thre?  hun- 
dred iniles  behind. 

The  end  of  steel  always  carries  v\-ilh  it  a 
small  colony  of  nomadic  spirits  who  revel  in 
roughing  it,  and  delight  in  being  as  it  were 
on  the  border  line  between  civilization  and 
the  l^nd  beyond.  As  the  line  imives  ahead 
they  go  with  it.  You  luay  look  on  theniap 
for' "Wolf  Creek."  the  narne  of  this  railhead 
town,  but  in  vain,  for  the  simple  reason  thai 
it  no  longer  exists — liic  cud  of  steel  has  moved 
on  and  the  town  has  gone  with  it.  Cut  at  thf 
time  of  my  arrival,  owing  to  the  advance  of 
the  steel  being  arrested  by  the  MacLeod 
river  and  its  tributary  Wolf  Creek,  it  had  be- 
come more  surely  established  than  is  gener- 
ally the  case.  True,  a  terge  number  of  the 
end-of-steelers.'as  such  are  termed,  were  still 
living  in  tents,  but  many  had  thrown  up  log 
shacks  for  greater  warmth  and  comfort  dur- 
ing the  winter. 

First  Glimpse  of  Rocky  Mountains 
Yet  Wolf  Creek  has  a  certain  atmosphere 
of  importance.  It  is  the  official  jumping-oft 
point  of  the  mountain  division  of  th^  line. 
From  the  western  bank  of  the  MacLeod  river 
the  Rockies  are  first  brought  into  view.  The 
passenger  reclining,  at  his  ease  in  the  luxur- 
ious Pullman,  as  he  dives  through  the  cut- 
ting leading  from  the  bridge  to  the  level 
stretch  beyond,  will  suddenly  be  confronted 
with  the  snow-capped  ice  teeth  of  ih.is  famous 
range;  and  will  run  diagonally  towards  them,, 
keeping  them  in  full  view  the  whole  time,  for 
three  hours  or  so,  until  at  last  he  dasht;s 
through  the  portal  and  is  enveloped  in  their 
icy  embrace. 

On  a  clear  day  the  sight  is  impressive  and 
inspiring.  The  innumerable  ice-caps  scintill- 
ate in  the  sunlight  like  diamonds.  Nothing 
obstructs  the  view  from  the  railway  tracks 
since  in  order  to  keep  the  grade  it  is^carried 
.  far'  up  on  the  hill-sides.  Below  stretches 
right  to  the  foot  of  the  moutitains  a  rolling 
sea  of  pine,  reflecting, myriad  tinges  of  green 
with  here  and  there  a'  silvery  purple  splash, 
where  fire  has  vvrottght  its  devastating  eflfects, 
and  left  the  barklesi?  standing  trunks  exposed 
to-Jthe  weather,  midgf-  the  influences  of_which 
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they  have  become  to*hed  with  a  soft  grey, 
which  in  the  clear  virgin  atmosphere  and 
cloudless  sky,  assumes  the  blend  of  silver  and 
purple.  Windings  in  'and  out  the  prevailing 
ocean  of  color  is  a  bright  thread,  indicating 
the  sinuous  ..course  of  the  MacLeod  river. 

At  Wolf  Creek  pne  is  2,700  feet  above  the 
jVtlantic,  and  yet  owing  to  the  skill  of  the 
engineers,  only  a  climb  of  a  thousand  feet  re- 
mains to  cr^ss  the 'mountains  at  the  highest;. 
point  selected  for  the  band  of  steel— the 
Yellowhcad  Pas*.  That  is  another  100  miles 
away  by  the  grade,  so  that  one  only  rises  a 
matter  of  10  ft.  per  mile  in  negotiating  this 
distance,  it  seems  remarkable  when  one  re- 
calls this  easy  gradient,  that  other  railways 
failed  to  display  sufficient  acumen  to  follow 
thi*;  ribviou';  path  for  the  iron -Toad.  It 'ap- 
pear- \n  iia\e  'iieeu  specially  provided  by  Na- 
ture  \'<v  (lu    purpose. 

li    \-  ..iii\'  right' to  point  out  that  Englisii 
engineers,  before  the  first  railway  was  thrown 
across     the     Dominion,    emphasized   the   fact 
that   the   Yellowhead   was    the    only    feasible 
pass,    but    from    somewrhat    obscure    motives, 
stated    to   be   American   engineering  jealousy, 
they    were   overruled.      The    Briti.sh    men   re- 
t'orted  that  the  railway  would  rue  the  day  it 
did  not    avail   itself  of  Nature's   channel,  and 
that    sooner    or    later    more    enterprising    rail- 
ways  would    strike   through  the  range  at   this 
point  and  reap  the  advantages  offered. 
An    Uphill    Task 
As   already    mentioned    the    country    is    a 
succes.->ion   of  hills  and    valleys    rolling    from 
Wolf  Creek  to  the  mountains,  the  valleys  car- 
rying  the    winding   MacLeod.        The   country 
is    for    the    most    part    thickly    forested,    jack- 
pine  predominating.     The  timber  is  smsll.  and 
taken  on  the  whole  has  no,  or  very  little,  com- 


mercial value,  though  here  and  there  are  some 
large  patches  of  big  trees  which  will  fall  vic- 
tims to  the  saw-mill  for  building  purposes  as 
civilization  advances  hand  ill  hand  with  the 
iron  road.  The  district  has  not  been  exploited 
l)v  the  farmer  to  any  great  extent,  for  the  sim- 
ple reason  that  better  land,  from  his  point  of 
view  at  least,  is  nwrc  immediately  accessible 
on  the  prairie.  The  experienced  farmer,  es- 
pecially iif  he  hails  from  the  States,  is  not  go- 
in  clearing,  so  long  as  he  can  secure  more  open 
areas,  even  though  he  may  sacrifice  close 
proximity  to  means  of  transportation.  He 
wants  to  get  his  plough  into  tlie  soil  the  mo- 
ment he  arrives,  and  commence  right  away 
getting  something  from  his  landi* 

And  one  cannot  blame  him  in  his  choice. 
The  prospect  of  a  forest,  with  the  trees-  grow- 
ing so  closely  and  luxuriantly  together  as  to 
present  an  impenetrable  tangle  is  certainly 
not  alluring.  Unless  one  knows  just  how  to 
set  about  the  business  of  clearing  such  land, 
one  had  far  better  leave  it  alone,  or  an  in- 
evitable cropper  will  follow,  with  a  return  to 
the  city  and  maybe  home,  and  the  wail  that 
Canada  is  no  country  for  farming.  Such  men 
are  the  failures  about  whom  one  hears  so 
much,  and  whose  downfall  is  always  loudly 
proclaimed  as  evidence  of  the  fact  that  Can- 
ada is  over-rated,  whereas  it  is  entirely  due 
to  the  mans  own  incompetence. 

There  is  no  blinking  the  fact  tha.t  land  of 
this  class  is  not  for  the  average;  English  emi- 
grant, who  hies  to  the  Dominion  tp  change 
his  luck.  The  task  of  clearing  is  every  bit 
as  bad  as  it  looks.  But  if  the  British  emi-  / 
grant  is  a  farmer  to  the  manner  born,  it  will 
not  deter  him  any  more  thaif  it  does  the 
Canadian.  Such  men  set  to  work  the  right 
way.  They  do  not  even  attempt  ten  «lear  ;the 
first  year  more  than  enough  land  to  raise 
crops  suflficient  for  their  own  sustenance. 
When  thgy  get  th^j  going  they  add  to  it  bit 


by  bit  each  year,  atidlt  is  not  so  very  long  be 
fore  the  whole  160  acres,  or  whatever  its  area 
may  be,  is  clear  of  trees.    As  one  rolls  through 
the  prosperous  fertile  stretches  of  Ontario  in 
the  train,  one  can  scarcely  believe   that  for- 
merly it  was  every  bit  as  densely  wcioded  as 
that  in  the  extr^itie  Ayest.     Yet  such  was  the 
case,   and   the   men   who   undertook   to   settle 
there  had  a  far  harder  task  than  that  confront- 
ing the  wesitevn  settler  today. 
The  Science  of  Clearing 
There  is  one  fortunate  circumstance  aI)out 
the    Canadian     forest    land.       The    trees    may 
throw  a    IrciiuMulon  -   ;iiii'iinil    ••!    Iiranchc-.   liut 
their  root  hold  is  very  slight.     'I'hc  i"i>  -rMwili 
can  be     soo'n     overcome     by     driyiiij^     a     tire 
through,  the  mass.     Then  a,  couple  of  horses 
armed    with    a   stump    puller   will   extract    Ihr 
roots    in    a   very    slmrt    time,'  fdV   they    are    wi 
limited  extent  and   spread  out  along  the   sur 
face  of  the  ground,  so  that  no  very  great  ef- 
fort is  required  to  bring  about  their  removal. 
Hut  although  firing  .seems  a  simple  method  of 
clearing.it  has  to  be  done  in  the  right  manner, 
and  at  the  correct  time  of  year.     The  i^ojut  is 
to   clear    the   vegetation    without    burning    up 
the  thick  deposit  of  decayed  vegetable  jnattcr 
lying  on  the  surface  of  the  ground.      If  burn- 
ing be  resorted  to  in  the  late  summer  or  early 
autumn   when   everything  is  as  dry  as  tinder, 
this   to])   soil   will   burn   like   shavings,   and  be 
rendered     f|uite     useless.       Then     when      the 
ground  i.-  ploughed  and  crops  arp  jjlanted.  the 
fanner  wonders  why  his  crops  arc  sickly.  Any 
other  result  could  scarcely  lie  expected  under 
such  circumstances,   for  he   has  destroyed   the 
very  matter  which  feeds  the  soil,  and  rcndeied 
it  almost   as   sterile  as   the   desert.      If,    how- 
ever, the  fire  be  driven  through  in  the  spring, 
the  vegetable  accumulation  being  damp  is  left 


practically  untouched,  atid  it's  fertilizing-  value 
uttimpaired. 

The  Lonesome  Trail 
From   the   trail   point  of   view,  th?  dense 
forest  land  which  predominates  is  apt  to  be 
come   monotonous,   especially  when  plodding 
along  with  a  pack  train  over  a  tree  and  bould- 
er strewn  path,  switch-backing  worse  than  a 
saw's  edge,  and  meandering  more  than  a  rib- 
bon of  lightning,  at  the  rate  of  12  miles  or  so 
in  a  ten-hour  day.     In  less  than  a  week,  ali 
topics  of  conversation  arei  exhaustfed,  and  one 
plods  along  in  silence.     It  is  not  long  before 
one  realizes  why  it  is  that  the  pior^cers  you 
meet  now  and  again    toiling    sedulously    on 
theij;  farms  are  so  silent,  and  answer  in  mono- 
syllables.   They  have  lost  from  their  long  bur- 
ial in  the  wilderness,  the  powers  of  conversa- 
tion,  and  have  cultivated   the  stolid,  laconic 
character  of  the   Indians   vvho  constitute   for 
the  most  part  their  sole  human  companions. 
Now  and  then  one  happens^'upon  a  prospector 
returning  to  the  city,  and  he  will  break  the 
silence  round  the  camp  fire  with  a  fe\V  exhil- 
arating experiences  gained  either  in  the  qtfest 
for  minerals  or  the  hunt  for  game. 

The  forest  is  a«  dumb  as  the  tomb  save 
for  the  sighing  of  the  wind  through  the  trees 
as  if  mourning  the  eternal  silence.  When  the 
trail  lays  through  a  tract  of  country  where 
even  vegetation  has  been  wiped  out  by  tire 
for  mile  after  mile^  as  over  the  "Divide'  be- 
tween the  MacLeod  aad  Athabasca  il^*ers, 
the  arduousness  o|  the  travel  increases  the 
feeling  of  irksomeness,  and  well-nigh  p-pduces 
a  fit  of  melancholia.  Burnt  twisted  tree 
stumps  for  35  miles  or  So,  and  stj;etching  as 
far  as  the  eye  can  see  on  either  side,  are  not 
congenial  company,  especially  as  there,  is -not 
a  sign  of  bird  of.  animal  life  among  them-- 

The  forest  fire  is  the  curse  of  the  Dominion. 
Just  how  many  thousand  million  pounds' 
>yorth  of  timber,  have  vanished  in  smoke  Jt 


is  impo.s,sible  to  estimate,  and  the  havoc  ot 
the  fire  is  only  {^quailed  by  the  scene  of  deso- 
lation it  leaves  in  its  train.,    The  trunks  are 

!,  I!  standing,  tall,  gaunt,  blackened,  aud 
.scoiH  hcd,  until  a  wind  storm  comes  along  and 
levels  the  most  unsteady  to  the  ground,  wdierc 
they  pile  up  criss-cross  to  a  height  of  15  feet 
or  more,  remaining  so  until  the\-  rot  and 
crumble  into  dust  to  build  up  the  layer  of 
thick  vegetable  top  soil.  Possibly  apj^lied  sci- 
ence will  discover  sotne  day  a  simple  and  in 
expensive  means  of  turning  this  deadfall  m 
commercial  account,  'j'hc  soonei  ilic  Ix-iier. 
for  the  Dominion  has  millions  of  pounds  of 
wealth   simply  going  to- rot. 

"If  vou  want  to  get  over  the  trail  (|uu-k!y, 
why  walk,"  is  a  well  worn  a^iom.  Inder  the 
most  propitious  circum.<tanccs  the  pack-train 
will  not  move  along  at  more  than  three  iniles 
an  hour,  but  when  the  trail  is  difficult  it  drops 
to  less  than  one.  Shanks'  pony  will  easily  en- 
able three  times  that  speed  to  be  attained,  and 
now  and  again  yon  will  meet  a  sturdy  fellow 
who  disdains  the  pack-horse  because  he  can 
swing  along  up  hill  and  down  dale  at  a  stca<ly 
three  miles  an  hour.  As  we  dropped  own  to 
the  Athabasca  wc  met  a  "hiker."  It  was  six 
o'clock  in  the  evening  and  raining  as  it  only 
can  rain  in  the  vicinity  of  mountains.  .\-  he 
drew  up  he  hailed  us  in  true  trail  fashion,  hut 
did  not  stop. 

"Hi!    Whefe  are  you  going,"  wc  shouted. 

"Wolf  Creek." 

This  was  a  matter  of  46  miles,  and  there 
was  a  steady  61  miles  walk  over  the  Divide 
before  he  would  see  a  sign  of  civilization,  or 
meet  a  soul. 

"Where  are  you  stopping  tonight?" 

"Oh,  I'll   keep  going  for     another     three 


hours,  and  then  I'll  camp.  I've  ^r  mj 
blanket  all d  I'll  roll  up  under  a  tree.  ';  ' ' 
"How  are  you  off  for  food?" 
"I've  got  enough  bread  and  bacon  for  sup- 
per and  breakfast,  and  I'll  strike  a  camp  for 
dinner  tomorrow."  ' 

"Dp  you  want  anything?" 
."No  thanks.    Good  night." 
He  was  gone;  lost  to  sight  round  a  betid 
in  the  trail  up  the  hillside.     We.  learnt     the 
next  day  that  he  was  a  farmer  and  was  tramp-    ; 
ing  60  miles  to  fetch  something.    He  couldn't 
find  his  horse,  so  without  more  ado  had  hit 
the   "hike."     More   than    one   passed    in    the 
same  way  with  nothing  more  than  a  blanket 
on  his  back  and  a  small  sjapply  of  provisions 
in  his  pocket.     At  nightlthe  "hiker"  siipply 
rolls  his  single  blanket  round  him  and  throws 
himself  down  on  the  ground  in  front  of  tho 
fire.     If  he  runs  out  of  food,  well,  he  simply 
goes  without  until  he,  meets  some  one  on  the 
road,  when  he  knows  he  will  be  assist«^d,  ior 
bon  camaraderie  is  a  feature  of  the  trail,  and 
the  first  inquiry  when  travelers  meet  is  in  re- 
gard to  each  other's  provisions.  ;  i  • 
Holding  for  a  Rise 
It  is  a  welcome  relief  to  drop  frort  a  burnt 
timber-scape  into  a  valley  of  open  land,  of    as 
it  is  called  a  "flat."     Here,  grass  grows  luxur- 
iantly and  thickly,  the  soil  is  rich,  extremely 
fertile,  and  will  raise  anything.    Veitches-  es^ 
pecially  thrive,  and  you  are  hard  put- td  it  <^ 
keep   the  pack-horses  on   the   move  at   such 
times,  for  they  cannot  resist  the  temptation  to 
straggle  and  devour  the  succulent  vine?.  Such 
areas  are  eminently  suited  to  "truck"  farming, 
as  market  gardening  is  called,    The  majority 
of  these  open- stretches  Wjere  snapped  up  years 
ago  by  the  Indians,  to  hold  for  sale  at  a  high 
price  when  the  time  is  ripe,  or  by  the  pioneer 
white  men. 

.  '  No  markets  exist  at  present  for  t heir  pro- 
dlice,  btrt""lTilSTrmch  as-  to'wns-are  springing  up 
in  Canada  at  the  rate  of -One  a  dayf  and  a 
goodly  proportion  ar-e  projected  along  this 
section  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway, 
these  nien  have  not  much  longer  to  wait.  They 
went  in  and  i;r.t  the  land  !<>r  nothing  or  ot^ly 
paid  a  few  cents  i>cr  acre  for  it.  Even  today 
it  is  worth  double  the  nnmher  of  dollars  as 
cents  for  which  it  was  !>o^l^ln.  while  directly 
the  line  catches  up  to  them,  it  will  be  worth 
just  as  much  as  '^I'e  owners  clio.  .se  to  ask. 
These  patches  arc     just      whai      ihe     average 
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should  take  np.  if  he  wi.-;hes  to  settle  in  this 
ihorhood.  ^■et  lie  must  be  prepared  to 
ii,  but  wlierc  ran  you  l)uy  good  arable 
land  in  Canada  today  lor  less  than  £2  per 
acre?  Much  of  this  country,  however,  has 
been  put  beyond  the  purse  of  the  buyer  for  all 
time.  The  Dominion  has  taken  over  5.000 
square  miles  of  mountain  and  forest,  and 
turned  it  into  a  natural  park.  It  stretches 
right  up  to  the  inter  provincial  boundary  line, 
and  its  acquisition  has  satisfactorily  settled 
the  disposal  of  a  section  of  the" country  which 
will  alwavs  appeal  to  the  tourist.  The  rail- 
way bi-sects  this  park  and  enters  the  moun- 
tains through  a  i)ortal  over  which  Fold'"g 
Mountain  on  the  one  side  and  Roche  a  Perdix 
on  the  other  stand  .sentinel,  following  the 
southern  bank  of  the  sinuous  Athaba?^* 
which  s|)rawls  right  across  the  valley.  \,l»i-; 
recti V  these  two  strikingly  veined  sh^-' 
capped  lops  are  passed,  the.  train  pluwcs 
right  into  the  heart  of  the  mountains.  'The 
entrance  to  the  range  may  not-be  like  the  ap- 
proach to  the  Swiss  Alps,  or  the  attack  upon 
the  Andes,  but  it  is  strikin|t  inasmuch  as^the 
foothills  are  low  and  one  is  traversing  their 
flanks  for  a  matter  of  one  hundred  milM  or  so, 
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-o  tiiat  the  main  range  is  kept  within  full  view 
the  whole  time. 

A  Scenic  Centre 

But  the  Rockies  here  are  vastly  different 
from  the  Rockies  farther  .south.  Their  height* 
lave  tapered  down,  the  clumps  are  rolled  far- 
ther back,  offering  a  v.ide  pathway  between 
their  rugged  crests,  and  in  the  deprcssir^ns 
through  the  Yellowhead  Pass  was  finally  sel- 
ected one  critic  ventured  to  deplore  the  scenic 
attractions. 

"Scenery    be    hanged."    replied    the    Presi- 
deut,  "we're  s>ut  for  ^traff ic,'^    ^  ,. 

From  such  a  remark  it  might  be  surmised 
that  in  this  latitude  the  range  could  offer  no 
striking  features  in  mountain  scenery.  But 
this  is  far  from  being  the  case,  and  a  town  is 
certain  to  spring  into  existence  in  one  of  these 
atiiphitheatres  among  the  snow-capped  giants 
e'ssentially  for  tourist  and  sight-seeing  pur- 
poses, There  are  peaks  innumerable  upon 
which  the  foot  of  man  has  not  yet  trodden, 
such  respectable  crests  as  the  teeth  of  the 
Fiddle  Back  range,  none  of  which  are  less  than 

Miette,  Pyramid  Mountain,  Mount  '  Geikie, 
Mount  Pelee.  and  last  of  all  the  monarch  of 
the  Canadian  ,Kockies,  Mount  Robson,  tower- 
ing some  11.000  feet  above  the  vaiicy.  To 
those  who  have  done  the  rjund  of  the  exist- 
ing mountaineering  centres  and  sigh  for  fresh

here.  There  is  an  additional  fascination,  per- 
haps, inasmuch  as  the  district  is  unsurveyed, 
dozens  of  peaks  are  yet  unnamed,  and  golden 
opportunities  are  open  to  adverifurous  spirits 
to  provide  some  authoritative  data  regarding 
altitudes  and  general  topographical  v details, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  mountaineering  com- 
munity, and  the  travelling  public  in  general. 

Discovery  of  Coal 

So  far  as  the  economic  conditions  of  this 
district  are  concerned  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that,  great  _mineral  wealth  lies  buried  among 
the^  ijiountaino,,  and  only  awaits  scientific 
giiro§pe£ling.^O;briijg-  about  its  revelation.  Just 
east  of  the  Yejlpwhead  Pass  a  vast  coal  de- 
posit has  been  unearthed,  and  at  the  time  of 
my  visit  was  being  energetically  developed  so 
far  as  preliminary  operations  were  concerned. 
I  was  taken  over  the  workings  by  an  English 
surveyor  who  hailed  from  Yorkshire.  My 
ciceroaei  who  was  versed  in  mineralogy  so  far 
as  it  affected  the  black  diamonds,  describetl 
one  pr  two  veins  as  being  near  an  English 
siikstoi^e,  or  as  it  is  locally  called  semi-an- 
thracitic.    Certainly  there  seemed  to  be  plenty

An  Insight  to  Wealth 

Diffictty  the  Pass  13  crossed-— the  invisible 
Uhe  pt  demarcation   between:  the   two   prov- 
inces', \Vh'ere  the  waters  on  one  side  liow  east- 
Wards  to  the  Arctic  and  Atlantic,  while  those 
on  the  other  make  their  way  in  the  opposite 
direction  to  the  Pacific — one   can   almost   tell   , 
from^the  vegetation  that  British  Columbia  is 
entei'ed.    The  trees  assume  a  more  important 
aspcctrwith  their  great  girth,  height,  sound- 
ness,  and   straightness.     The   province    is   fa- 
mous for  its  timber,  and  this   was  a  splendid 
introduction    to   its   resources   in   this  respect. 
Round   Yellowhead   lake,   right  down   to   the 
Eraser  river,  around  the  shores  of  Moose  lake, 
vast  forests  abound.     When  improved  trans- 
portation  facilities  finally  appear  in  the  form 
of  the  railway,  these  silent  woods  w-ill  resound 
with  the  lilo\s<  of  the  axe,  the  crash  of  falling 
giants,  and  the  whirr  of  the  circular  saw,  cut- 
ting the  logs  into  boards     or     squaring     the 
;runk-  for  baulks.     This  is  a  little  known  cor- 
ner .of  the  province,  one  where  the  white  man

There  is  ample  water^ 
power   in    the   Yellowhead   and   Moose   lakes, 
while  on  the  Moose  river     there     is    a  .  great 
amount    of    horse-povvei;    running    to    waste 
where  the  river,  fed  from  the  glaciers  of  Mount 
Rob.son,  thunders  in  great  volume  over  a  40-. 
foot  ledge.    Cataracts  innumerable  pour  dovifn 
the  mountain  sides  and  should  provide  suffi- 
cient electricity  for  miles  around  fpr  lifl^tiii|( 
power.    Should  ever  the  railway  decide  to  op- 
erate   its    Rocky    Mountain    section   by   "La 
Huille  Blanche"  there  is  enough  and  to  apare 
in  this  region.    The    upper    reaches  .  of    the 
mighty  Fraser  can  even  be  tapped,  if  neeea- 
sary,  and  to  great  advantage,  for  it  drops  rap- 
idly and  rushes  along  with  the  velocity  of  4 
mill-race.

'-  i.slunui  means  "bij^  island,"  ami  in  J;ii);in, 
where  islands  arc  immcrous,  ihr  name  is 
pirttv  freely  bcsttiwcd.  This  particular 
<  )  .hinia,  known  als<>  as  Vrics  Island,  lies 
.diDut  30  miles  frmn  iln  western  approach  to 
'i'okio  Hay,  and  is  the  most  northerly  of  a 
<hain  of  seven  islands  running  nearly  north 
iiul  south.  Lying  as  they  do  well  out  in  the 
open  Pacific,  these  islands  all  come  under  the 
influence  o£  the  warm  Kuro  Shiwo,  the  gulf 
stream  of  Japan,  so  that  their  climate  m  wm- 
ter  is  considerably  milder  than  the  adjacent 
mainland. 

The  islands  arc  all  volcanic,  rising  out  of 
very  deep  water.  Oshima  is  roughly  rectang- 
nlar,  about  ten  miles  by  five,  and  its  centre  is 
(Hcunied  by  the  ever  active  volcano  of 
Mihara.  2,600  feet  high.  The  top  of  the  vol- 
eaiKi  is  tisitally  covered  by  clouds,  on  which  at 
night  the  glow  of  the  crater  can  often  be  seen, 
f.jf-niinrr  a  usef'.'.l  ! :.i "i ! "!•< '"k  for  lishiug  boats; 
in  fact,  it  seems  a  somewhat  apt  illustration  ol 
the  Biblical  "pillar  of  cloud  l)y  day  and  a  pillar 
of  fire  by  night."  At  the  time  of  our  recent 
visit  the  v(dcano  had  almost  stopped  smok- 
ing, only  a  few  wreafiis  of  steam  being  vis- 
ible: the  inhabitants  were  somewhat  concern- 


ed  not  only  at  l'^^"  T<»mpnr:iry  loss  of  iheir  bca- 
con.  but  because  also  the  last  time  it  stopped 
smoking  the  result  was  a  violent  eruption  and 
several  earthciuakes. 

These  seismologtcal  considerations  do  not 
trouble  the  woodcock,  however.  They  come 
to  Oshima,  and  probably  to  all  the  other  isl- 
ands, early  in  November,  remaining  till  the 
beginning  of  March.  Tomo,  our  head  beater, 
was  quite  positive  that  many  birds  nest  in 
Oshima,  and  that  their  eggs  could  always  be 
found  on  the  higher  slopes  of  the  moyntain  in 
April.  Up  to  six  or  seven  years  ago  very 
good  bags  could  be  made,  as  there  were  no 
resident  shooters,  and  the  birds  were  almost 
imdisturbed.  Now,  however,  there  are  three 
native  gunners  on  Oshima  who  shoot  for  the 
Tokio  market,  and  there  is  one  on  Toshima, 
the  next  island:  further,  until  recently  pro- 
hibited By  the  Japanese  governmenf,  the  skins 
of  woodcock  and  pheasants  found  a  ready  sale 
for  export  abroad. 

'  Habu,  the  port  of    Oshima*  is    the    only 
harbtjr  in  the  group,  but  even  Oshima  itself  is 
not  very     accessible.     The     small     steamers 
which  maintain  communication  with  the  main- 
land, mostly  stray  about  the  group  anypcw, 
with  small  regard  for  timetables;  in  addition, 
the  prevalence  of  high  winds  often  keeps  them 
storn>-boutid  for  two  or  three  days  at  a  time; 
owing    to    these    vagaries    and    discomforts, 
European    dhooting    parties    to    Oshima    are 
ther^ore  few  and  far  between. 
;  (  My^  li^icnd  L.  kindly  invited     ifie     to     sail 
dow^ft:  |tO  Oshima  with  him  in  his  j-acht  from 
Yokohama,  and  accordingly  one  cold   winter 
night  last  January  I   stood  on  the  hatoba  a 
little  before  midnight  waiting  for  the  Mary's 
dinghy,  and  thinking  somewhat  regretfully  of 
the, warm  fireside  I  had  just  left.    The  Mary 
i$i«A  "©tttter,  38  feet  on  the  watierline  an^  58 
feet  over  all :  she  was  designed  and.  built  by 
her  owner,  and  has     proved     extraordinarily 
successful    as   a   racer,   winning   innumerable 
prizes.       Below,    her    accommodation     as    a 
cruiser  is  excellent,  and  even  includes  a  full- 
si«ed  bath,  heated  by  the  simple  but  effective, 
Japanese  bath  stove.    I  was  soon  on  board,  the 
dinghy  was  safely  lashed  on  deck,  the  cook 
and  oUr  half-dozen  dogs  stowed  below,    and 
midnight  saw  us  slipping    out    through     the 
breakwater   entrance   witii   a   light   northerly 
breeze,  and  62  miles  to  do  to  Habu.    Wc  made 
a  good  run,  and  at  9  o'clock  next  morning 
were  hove- to  off  the  entrance  to  Habu,  wait- 
ing for  a  sampan  to  tow  us  tn ;  it  is  too  risky  to 
sail  in.    The  harbor  is  the  crater  of  an  extinct 
volcanf).  and  is  surrounded  by  cliffs,    forming 
ihc   old   crater   vvall,  oTr"air~'sides   except   the 
theast,  wher«  it  has  been  breached  by  the 
sea.  leavniig  a  passage  perhaps  300  yards  wide.

brandies  were  flattened  and  matted  tij.t;ethcr 
by  the  wind;  nndert'oot  were  binders  and 
l/riers  innumerable.  Ii  was  lon^  ...Ms  on 
the  bird  unless  one  of  us  hapjiened  to  lie  out- 
side the  cover,  vvdiich  was  often  impossd.le. 
The  briers  w^ere ,  pretty  wicked;  every  night 
a  sendo  patched  my  shooting  breeches.  1  told 
hirii  to  go  ashore  and  buy  some  stuff,  but  that 
did  not  appeal  to  the  frugal  Japanese  mind; 
this  is  the  country  where  nothing  is  wasted. 
Patches  from  a  discarded  blue  coat^  from  long 
disused  grey  trousers,  bits  of  old  CslnvaS',  bits 
of  new' canvas,  and  a  lively  shade  of  khaki  for 
the  seat  were  all  introduced  into  the  color 
scheme  diiring  our  ten  days'  stay. 

Besides  the  pine  scrub,  hoyve\^er,  we  often 
flushed  birds  out  of  a  grove  of  camellias  or  a 
clump  of  bamboo;  sometime^  we  got  therri  in 
the  brushwood  fences  dividing  the  fields.  The 
roads  are  mostly  bordered  with  splendid  ca- 
mellia trees,  all  in  blossom  at  the  time  of  our 
visit;  also  we  were  struck  by  the  size  of  the 
ferns,  with  Llicir  fronds  7ft.  or  more  in  length. 
Away  from  the  beach  there  is  fair-sized  tim- 
ber, with  likely  bits  ..f  covert  here  and  there, 
but.  as  already  stated,  we  rarely  found  any 
birds  there.  The  reason  seems  to  be  that,  ow- 
ing to  the  volcanic  soil,  all  water  is  immediate- 
ly absorbed  on  the  higher  ground,  and  the  only 


as  being  fast  enough  for  me.  and  1  must  have 
the  hammers  on  a  gun,  or  it  seems  "bobtailed" 
to  me.  It  always  appeared  to  me  as  if  "Joe- 
Dad"  sensed  when  he  had  a  cripple  or  two 
down,  for  he  invariably  saved  a  load  or  two  for 
such  birds,  and  many  a  wounded  duck  was 
cut  d(-wn  as  it  crawled  stealthily  away  to- 
wards the  shelter  of  smartweed  growth  and 
fallen  logs  by  tlie  ra[>id  fire  execution  of  the 
old  "pusher's"  weapon. 

After  we  had  row^ed  out  from  the  "blind" 
preparatory  to  eating  dinner  and-^starting  back 
for  camp,  I  began  to  ciuestion  the  old  man 
about  his  fancy  for  a  newfapgled  gun. 

"Seems  to  me,  'Joe-Dad,' "  says  1,  "you'd 
stick  to  the  old  hammer  guns,  like  me." 

"I've  shot  many  a  gun,','  was  his  reply, 
"and  I  jist  goes 'up,  up,  up  until  I  gets  the  best 
so  fur.  Before  I  git  through  shootin'  I  reckon 
ther'U  be  some  fresh  gun  invented  that'll  beat 
this  here  one,  but  .so  fur  it's  the  king  bee.  It 
kain'I  remember  when  X  diebj-'t  have  a  gun  in 
my  hand.  Some. young  tttia -is  horned  with  a 
silver  spoon  in  their  mouth",  Fve  heard  folks 
say.  but  for  me,  the  day  I  was  put  in  the  home- 
made box  cradle  pap's  boss  pistol  laid  at  the 
foot  of  it.  I  was  jist  natchally  foced  to  be  a 
hunter." 


place  it  lodges  is  quite  close  to  the  shttrc. 
There  is  only  one  running  stream  in  the  island, 
and  we  alvvays  had  to  carry  water  for  the 
dogs.  Even  the  places  where  we  did  find  wood- 
cock Itjuked  e.xtraurdinarily  dry  for  that  mois- 
ture-loving bird  ;  we  walked  dryshod  the  whole 

time. 

On  account  of  the  difficult  covert  it  was 
necessary  to  follow  up  flushed  birds  persist- 
ently to  make  a  bag,  and  Tomo  was  invalu- 
able at  this  work ;  it  was  almost  uncanny  the 
way  he  would  drop  on  a  bird  again,  though  he 
had  been  unable  to  mark  him  in.    He  saved  us 
much  useless  labor  by  his  intimate  knowledge 
of  the  woodcock's  haunts.    L.  taught  him  some 
years  ago  to  shout  "Mark,"  which  he  did  with 
great  gusto  and  a  distinct  Irish  brogue.    Even 
our  pretty  water  carriers  would  shout  "Mark" 
too.     It    must   be   explained   that  in   Oshima 
most  of  the  work  is  done  by  women,  and  they 
carry  loads  of  all  kinds  on  their  heads,  so  that 
to  carry  water  breakers  to  supply  the  dogs 
our  shooting  party  generally  included  a  girl, 
or  even   two — Haru   San  and  Yoshi  San;  in 
English  their  names  »vould  be  Miss  Spring- 
time and  Miss  Fragrance,  and  their  faces  were 
as  pretty   as   their  jiames.      For   many  years 
Oshima  was  a  place  of  banishment  for  exiles; 
we  judged  Tomo  to  be  descended  from  a  vari- 
ety of  malefactors,  but  his  petty  villainies  are 
another  tale.    Our  last  glimpse  of  Tomo  was 
when  he  came  on  board  the  night  before  We 
left  to  claim  a  long-promised  drink.    He  never 
made  any  bones  about  it.     "Dai  suki  desu.'| 
he  used  to  say — "I  am  extremely  fond  of  it." 
He  had  been  thinking  of  that  drink  for  ten 
days.     Inside  half  an  hour  he  helped  himself 
to  three  stiff  tumblers  of  our  best  brandy,  not 
diluted  with  water,  but  laced  with  gin,  and 
never  turned  a  hair.    We  struck  at  his  having 
any  more,  as  he  had  to  climb  the  goit  track 
round  the  harbor  to  get  home. 

After  he  had  gone  L.  said  :  They  are  a  mar- 
velous people;  they  do  with  impunity  things 
we  dare  not  try.  You  will  see  them  handling 
blocks  of  concrete  with  a  straw  rope,  but  the 
rope  does  not  break.  You  will  see  their  fish- 
ing boats  fitted  with  masts  40ft.  high  without 
either  shrouds  or  stays,  but  the  masts  do  not 
carry  away.    They  must  T>e  a  chosen  r?ice,  he 

said. 

The  ten  days  at  Oshima  ended  all  too  soon. 
Wc  had  planned  to  make  an  early  start  on  our 
■Yetuni  voyage,  but  the  cook  was  adrift  that 
morning,  and  came  on  board  long  after  break- 
fast time ;  that  cook  practiced  various  stunts 
on  us  during  our  stay,  though  we  paid  him  lib- 
craily .  11  e  made  terrible  inroads  on  om  storwt 
and  we  discovered  him  trying  to  get  "squeeze" 
from  the  local  contractor,  at  our  expense,  of 
course.  He  was  violently  seasick  on  the  way 
back;  it  is  unbecoming  to  admit  it,  but  I  was 
not  overwhelmed  with  sorrow  thereby.  Wc 
were  becalmed  off  Oshima  till  sunset,  when  a 
nice  northerly  breeze  sprung  up,  and  the  Mary 
worked  up  against  it  like  a  steamboat:  by  4 
a.m.  she  was  tied  up  to  her  buoy  in  Yokohama. 
It  mav  be  of  interest  to  add  that  our  bag  to- 
talled seventy-nine  head,  of  which  ^ixty  were 


: "Joe-Dad''  halted  the  boat'  at  the  side  of  a 

dry  basswood  stump  sticking  a  fiew  feet  out  of 
the  water,  and,  taking  a  short  handled  ax  up, 
he  cut  into  the  tinder  heart  of  the  tree  and 
started  a  fire  in  the  aperture,  setting  in  a  fry- 
ing pan  and  warming  up  some  sausage  and 
meat  which  we  had  brought  along,  and  giving 
some  sliced  potatoes  a  freshening.

It  had  been  a  freezing  day  in  the  earl}   fall. 
"Toe-Dad"    i.    '■  '    ^^ad   been    .e;towed 

away  all  day  m  a  wiii.uv  'blind"  at  the  head 
of  ifass  lake,  and  the  pintail  and  malla^d^  had 
been  coming  in  fairly  \\c\].  Our  boat  had 
been  tied  to  a  willow-  clump  at  the  rear  of  the 
"blind,"  and  we  had  shot  mostly  from  three 
sides  of  our  ambush.  These  shoal  water  ducks 
are  easier  to  kill  than  the  bhicbills.  redheads, 
and  canvasbacks,  but  all  ducks  are  marvels 
when  it  comes  to  sneaking  away  after  they 
are    crippled. 

T  was  shooting  my  old  favorite,  a  hammer 
gun,  which  seemed  almost  as  obsolete  as  a 
matchlock  when  compared  to  "Joe-Dad's" 
hammerless  and  strictlv  modem  repeating 
shotgun,  it  was  instructive  and  fearsome  to 
see  the  grizzled  "pusher"  throw  those  six  shots 
inti.'  a  bunch  of  ducks  before  they  could  climb 
o\er  the  tree  tops,  (^nce  they  set  their  wings 
and  curved  down  and  in  to  the  live  decoys 
there  was  no  getting  away  from  those  six 
charges. 

I've  always  stuck  to  a  double  gun  myself. 


After  we  had  filled  up  and  got  back  to  camp 
I  again  bantered  the  old  man  about  the  subject 
of  guns,  and  particularly  lauded  the  merits  of 
double  barreled  guns.  Finally  I  got  "Joe- Dad" 
started  on  one  of  his  talking  st)ells  and  he  be^ 
gan  with  some  early  history  as  to  firearms  he 
had  handled. 

"I  reckon  I'll  never  furgit  the  fust  gun  I 
handled,"  said  he.  "  'Twuz  a  bored  out  musket 
pap  fetched  fum  the  war.  He  bored  her  out 
after  he  got  home  an'  sawed  'bout  a  foot  off 
the  bar'l.

Manchuria  and  Persia,  It  is  the  mer- 
chants of  different  nations  who  cp.use 
thfi  differences  between  them.

sitting  in  their  deck  chairs  they  put  on  a  big 
coat   such  as   I    lia\  e  already  described.     They 
were   neatly  shoil,   carried   a   little   bag  which 
contained  inmiediate  necessities,  and  their  im- 
pedimenta were  conspicuous  by  their  absence. 
The    uncomfortable    ones    had       evidently 
made  no  provision  for  boat  or  train.     In  many 
cases   they   wore    linen    coats   and   skirts,   and 
were  perishe.d  even  on     the     short     crossing. 
Large  hats  insecurely  pinned  flapped  .sadly  in 
the  wind  and  tore  at  their  moorings,  and  when 
the  moment  for  di.semharking  drew  near  they 
collected    four  or   five   bags,   holdalls,    parcels 
and  what  not,  and  looked  distractedly     round 
for  porter  or  porters,  whom  they  oubtless  em- 
ployed at  tlve  cost  of  .several  francs  apiece.

The  establishment  of  creichcs  for  working 
mothers'     babies,  the     instituting     of     happy 
evenings  for  poor  children,  the  clubs  for  boys 
and  girls,  and  the  fresh  air  funds  are  i^roofs  o\ 
the    strides    that    the    children's    movement    is 
making.     Town  children  are  not  so  -easily  in 
fluenced    as    country    little    ones:  they     arc 
sfiarper  and  do  noY  see'rnuch  "of  the  cleifients 
of  love  and  mercy. .  Alas"!  'OftferTtttg  difficult 
to  make  them  believe  in  kindness  to  animals, 
and  every  one  who  judiciously  and  thorough- 
ly establishes  a  band  of  mercy  to  dumb  ani- 
mals is  dfjing  good  service  to  the  cause. 

The  boys  must  be  shown  the  cowardice  of 
hitting  anything  weaker  than  themselves.  It 
is  useless  to  depend  .solely  on  religious  teach- 
ing. When  the  name  of  the  founder  of  Chris- 
tianity is  not  much  more  than  a  blasphemy  to 
many  a  street  arab. 


^  JAM  MAKING 
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In  jam-making,  the  first  consideration  is 
the  choice  of  utensils.  Copper,  bell-metal, 
seamless  steel,  an9  aluminum  pre.'>er\dng  pans 


arc   all   good,   aS   they  conduct   the   heat  well     ^ 
and  do  not  easily  burn.     For  stirring  the  jam, 
wooden  or  silver  spoons  should  be  used;  iron 
ones  would  spoil  the  color  of  the  bright-col- 
ored jams. 

An  ordinary  cooking  range  can  be  used, 
but  a  gas  ring,  or  even  an  oil  stove,  is  perhaps 
better,  because  the  heat  can  be  more  easily 
regulated. 

The  quality  of  the  jam  must  depend  upon 
the  quality  of  the  fruit.  It  is  a  mistake  to 
think  half-ripe  >,or  over-fipe  fruit  will  do.  It 
should  be  picked  in  dry  weather  with  the  sun 
upon  it.  and  freed  from  stalks  before  -weigh- 
ing. The  bejit  sugar  is  the  refined  white  lump 
usually  sold  for  preserving,  while  crystallized 
Demarara  sugar  does  very  well  for  the  chea]> 
er  fruits.  Jam  jars  or  bottles  must  be  i)cr- 
fectly  clean  and  dry  before  the  jim  is  put  in 
them.  When  filling  with  hot  jam,  they  should 
be  placed  on  a  folded  wet  cloth,  which  will 
prevent  their  cracking.  The  jam  must  be 
made  air-tight,  either  by  the  use  of  patent 
tops  or  ordinary  paper.  The  jars  should  be 
stored  in  a  dry  cupboard. 

Raspberry  Jam 

T^he  addition  of  red  currant  juice  greatly 
improves  this  jam.  Allow  a  quarter  of  a  pint 
to  each  pound  of  raspberries,  and  a  poimd  of 
vvhite  preserving  sugar  broken  up  quite  small. 
Weigh,  and  cook  the  fruit  for  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  before  adding  the  currant  juice  and  su- 
gar. Bring  to  the  boi'  skim  well,  and  boil  for 
three-quarters  of  an  hour  to  an  hour,  stirring 
nearly  all  the  time. 

Cherry  Jam 

Stone  and  weigh  some  soimd,  ripe  Kcntisli 
cherries,  crack  the  stones,  and  remove  the  ker- 
nels. To  each  pound  of  stoned  cherries  allow 
a  pound  of  crushed  lump  sugar  and  a  gill  of 
red  currant  juice  and  water.  Put  the  sugar, 
currant  'juice  and  kernels  into  the  preserving 
.  pan,  and  boil  them  together  for  fifteen  minutes, 
then  add  the  cherries,  bring  to  the  boil,  and 
cook  quicSkly  for  about  half  an  hour.  Keep 
the  jani  vyell  skimmed,  test  a  little  on  a. cold 
plate,  aiad"'p4t  the  jam,  when  ready,  into  small 
jars.  ".  ,  '■ 

Apricot  Jam  ~ 

Dip  the  apricots  into  hot  water,  then  into 
'  cold,  and  skin  them,  halve  them,  and  remove 
tiie  stones.  Weigh  the  fruit.  To  each  pound 
allow  a  pound  of  the  best  preserving  sugar, 
crushing  thi.s  as  finely  as  possible.  Crack  the 
stones  and  blanch  the  kernels.  Arrange  the 
-fruit  and  sugar  in  layers  on  a  large  dish.  Stand 
it  aside  for  twelve  hours,  then  put  the  fruit, 
sugar  and  kernels  into  the  preserving  pan. 
tiring  genth'  lo  the  boil  .and  cook  slowd\'. 
skimming  well.  When  thi-  fruit  is  tender  and 
looks  clear,  take  it  out  and  put  it  into  jars. 
Boil  uj)  the  syruj).  and  pour  it  over  the  fruit, 
adding  the  kernels. 

Black  Currant  Jam 

String  the  currants,  weigh  two  pounds,  and 
put  them  in  a  jar  with  half  n  ]iint  of  water. 
Stand  the  jar  in  a  sauiip.M'  •  A  Imiling  water 
till  all  the  juice  is  extracted  from  the  fruit, 
strain  this  into  the  preserving  pan,  and  add 
four  pounds  of  liuiliaih  that  has  been  peeled 
and  cut  ii]i  fint-l\,  lirini;  ti'  the  boil,  and  boil  till 
tender,  ilien  add  six  pounds  erf  black  currants 
and  eight  pounds  of  preserving  sugar.  Bring 
Im  the  boil.  sliiiiuL;  i  > 'iisUi  iiii\ ,  and  cook  gently 
till  ll)e  jam  will  siji'feu  \s  hen  tested  on  a  cold 
plate. 

Greengage  Jam 

.Select  large  ripe  grceiyjjagcs,  halve  and 
stcme  them,  and  rub  the  fruit  through  a  coarse 
wire  sieve.  Weigh  the  puree,  and  to  each 
])onnd  allow  three-(|uarterR  of  a  pound  of  cas- 
tor sugar,  lloil  these  together  till  the  jam 
will  set  when   tested  on  a  cold  plate. r 

Rhubarb  Jam 

Remove  the  peel  fro^  full'gr(^|

To  abolish  poverty,  misery  and 
squalor  is  the  universal  ideal,  but  the  ways 
of  attaining  it  are  as  varied  as  the  tempera- 
ments of  philanthropists. 

"Indiscriminate  charity  does  more  harm 
than  good,"  says  the  careful  housewife,  as 
she  turns  the  tramp  from  the  door.  "Poor 
wretch !"  murmurs  her  weaker  sister.  "How- 
cold  and  miserable  he  looks  1  A  few  cents  will 
give  him  an  hour's  warmth  and  good  cheer  at 
the  next  inn.  With  a  few  cents  he  cannot 
drink  himself  into  intoxication  and  it  will  just 
be  enough  to  hearten  him." 

Which  of  these  women  is  the  truer  friend?

The 
name  of 'the  artist  is  not  given,  but  he  wielded 
a  i^rophctic  jiencil,  for  he  foresaw  the  possdnh 
itv  of  heavier-than-air   machines  propelled   by 
pmver  engines.     'J*he   Fashions   cartoon      calls 
for    no    connnent  :    to    say    anything    about    it 
would  be  like  gilding  gold.     •'Hyde  Park  As  It 
Will   r,e"  is  not  as  far  astray  as  it  might  be. 
The  only  defects  of  this  prophetic  cartoon  arise 
from  the  fact  that     the     cartoonist     hatl     not 
worked    up    his    imagination    to    the    pomt    <>f 
conceiving  of  petrol   and  internal   combustion 
engines.     His  principal  motor  car.  that  is  the 
one  in  the  centre  of  the  picture,  is  not  so  very 
greatly  unlike  a  modern  six-.scated  one.     The 
crinoline  picture  tells  its  own  story.     Later  in 
the  same  issue   Punch   presents   th^  converse 


of  this  cartoon,  show- 
ing the  appearance  of 
the  Misses  Weasel
